OPENING  CONVOCATION 


The  traditional  fall  convocation  will  be  held  Friday  at  11  a.m.  in  Blow 
gymnasium.  New  members  of  the  faculty,  recent  administrative  appointments 
and  President's  aides  will  be  introduced. 


GUEST  LECTURER 

Professor  Dr.  Teut  Andreas  Riese,  Ordinarius  Professor  of  English  at 
the  University  of  Heidelberg,  Germany,  will  give  a  lecture  Friday  after- 
noon at  3  p.m.  in  the  Botetourt  Theatre  of  Swem  Library  on  "James  Fenimore 
Cooper  and  German  History." 

Dr.  Riese' s  visit  on  campus  is  being  sponsored  by  the  Department  of 
English  and  the  Committee  on  Arts  and  Lectures. 

One  of  the  most  distinguished  scholars  in  English  and  American  liter- 
ary studies  in  Germany  today,  Dr.  Riese  is  President  of  the  German  Associa- 
tion for  American  Studies.  He  is  currently  on  a  brief  lecture  tour  in  the 
United  States,  arranged  by  the  Association  and  the  U.  S.  State  Department. 

FRESHMEN  INITIATED  TO  CAMPUS 
CONCERN  FOR  TEE  ENVIRONMENT 

Approximately  300  freshmen,  bolstered  by  some  upperclassmen  and  members 
of  the  faculty  and  administration,  turned  out  for  the  environmental  work- 
day last  Saturday,  planned  as  a  freshman  class  project  by  two  sophomores, 
Suzanne  Ludlum  and  Ted  Sherwin,  with  assist  from  Dr.  Gerald  Johnson  in 
Geology  and  Dr.  Carl  Vermeulen  in  Biology. 

The  brush  line  around  the  construction  site  of  the  new  sorority  com- 
plex, designed  to  help  stop  filtration  of  sediment  into  Lake  Matoaka,  was 
completed.  Pilot  studies  were  made  on  litter  and  "Project  Wash-Out,"  or 
"By  Gulley"  was  also  begun. 

Work  still  has  to  be  completed  on  the  plan  to  reclaim  the  old  amphi- 
theatre at  Lake  Matoaka.  This  was  the  major  project  on  which  most  volun- 
teers worked  on  Saturday. 

Dr.  Johnson  has  said  that  future  workdays  are  planned  and  a  csmpus- 
wide  call  for  volunteers  will  be  made.

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RINTEL  MEMORIAL  BOOK  FUND 
ESTABLISHED  AT  LIBRARY 

A  memorial  book  fund  honoring  Dr.  Lionel  Rintel,  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  the  College  for  the  past  three  years,  has  been  established  at 
the  Earl  Gregg  Swem  Library  by  his  family  and  friends. 

Dr.  Rintel,  Associate  professor  of  Mathematics,  died  suddenly  of  a 
cerebral  hemorrhage  on  June  19,  1970,  while  attending  a  Mathematics  con- 
ference at  Harvard  University.  He  was  44  years  old. 

A  native  of  Bulgaria,  Professor  Rintel  held  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science  from  the  University  of  Sofia  and  the  degree  of  Master  and 
Doctor  of  Science  from  the  Israel  Institute  of  Technology. 

A  former  member  of  the  Israeli  army,  he  experienced  both  Nazi  and 
Communist  rule  in  Bulgaria.  After  emigrating  to  the  United  States,  a 
nation  whose  political  institutions  he  admired,  he  was  associated  with 
the  University  of  California  and  the  University  of  Maryland  before  join- 
ing the  William  and  Mary  faculty  in  1967.  A  bachelor,  Professor  Rintel 
was  buried  in  Israel. 

The  Lionel  Rintel  Memorial  Book  Fund  at  the  Library  has  been  estab- 
lished for  the  purchase  of  books  in  the  area  of  mathematics,  Bulgarian 
history  and  culture,  and  modern  Israeli  history  and  culture. 

All  books  purchased  from  the  fund  will  carry  a  special  memorial 
bookplate. 

Faculty  sponsors  are  Thomas  L.  Reynolds,  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Mathematics;  Edward  P.  Crapol,  of  the  Department  of  History;  and  David 
L.  Holmes,  Department  of  Religion.

Ralph  Nader,  the  nationally  known  crusader  for  consumer  protection, 
will  speak  here  the  afternoon  of  October  20  on  the  subject  of  "The  Law 
and  Environmental  Hazards."  His  appearance  is  being  sponsored  by  the 
Thomas  Jefferson  Inn  of  Phi  Delta  Phi  legal  fraternity,  and  will  be  held 
at  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Memorial  Hall. 

Rand  Shapiro,  president  of  the  local  law  student  group,  has  announced 
that  approximately  half  of  the  800  seats  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa  will  be  avail- 
able to  the  general  public  at  $1.00  per  person.  Tickets  will  be  on  sale 
at  the  Campus  Center,  Earl  Levitt's  Clothing  Store  and  Arthur's  Men's 
Shop.  The  Nader  talk  will  be  given  at  4  p.  m. 

Since  1965,  when  his  best-selling  book,  "Unsafe  at  Any  Speed," 
started  a  national  demand  for  improved  automobile  safety,  Nader's  efforts 
on  behalf  of  the  consumer  public  have  expanded  into  many  areas  of  indus- 
trial and  marketing  activity.  More  recently,  he  has  publicized  allegedly 
unsanitary  or  unsafe  conditions  in  meat  and  fish  processing,  radiation 
pollution,  and  related  ecological  issues.

SUMMER  LAW  SCHOOL  IN  ENGLAND  SETS  RECORD 

Seventy  students  from  twenty- eight  American  law  schools  set  a  record 
high  enrollment  for  the  fourth  annual  William  and  Mary  Summer  School  of 
Law  in  England.  The  school  is  held  annually  on  the  Crossmead  campus  of 
the  University  of  Exeter,  and  this  year  included  several  experimental 
courses  in  comparative  law  jointly  taught  by  American  and  English  faculty. 
Personnel  from  the  Williamsburg  campus  who  taught  in  England  this  summer 
included  Professor  Emeric  Fischer,  director  of  the  program,  and  Professors 
Boiling  R.  Powell,  Jr.  and  William  F.  Swindler,  and  Associate  Professor 
E.  Blythe  Stason,  Jr.  Dean  James  P.  Whyte  made  a  visitation  to  the  program 
in  late  July. 


VIMS  GETS  GRANT 
TO  STUDY  OIL  SPILLAGE 

The  Federal  Water  Quality  Administration,  Washington,  D.C.  has  pro- 
vided $60,000  in  a  grant  to  the  Virginia  Institute  of  Marine  Science  at 
Gloucester  Point  for  a  continuing  study  of  problems  relating  to  spillage 
of  oil  in  nearshore  and  estuarine  waters.  The  State  of  Virginia  is  pro- 
viding an  additional  $26,000  for  this  important  study.  Dr.  Wyman  Harri- 
son, Acting  Assistant  Director  and  Head  of  the  Division  of  Physical, 
Chemical,  and  Geological  Oceanography  will  be  Grant  Director  for  the 
research.   Dr.  William  G.  Maclntyre,  Head  of  the  Chemical  Oceanography 
Section  will  be  Project  Director.

D.    C.   JUDGE  TO  DELIVER  SHERWELL  LECTURE 

Judge  Carl  McGowan  of  the  United  States  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  has  been  selected  to  deliver  the  1970  Sherwell  Lecture  in 
Law.  Judge  McGowan  will  speak  on  "Constitutional  Interpretation  and  Criminal 
Identification,"  in  the  Moot  Court  Room  of  the  Marshall -Wythe  School  of  Law, 
at  11:00  a.  m.  October  15.  A  former  member  of  the  law  faculties  of  North- 
western, Stanford  and  Chicago,  Judge  McGowan  also  practiced  in  New  York  and 
Chicago.   In  1968  he  was  invited  to  deliver  the  annual  Ernst  Freund  Lecture 
at  the  University  of  Chicago. 

The  Sherwell  Lecture  is  given  annually  under  a  gift  established  by  Mrs. 
Maria  Estaire  Baumert  of  Long  Island,  N.  Y.  Previous  lecturers  have  been 
Professor  Walter  Gellhorn  of  Columbia  University,  William  T.  Gossett  of  the 
American  Bar  Association  and  Frederick  Bernays  Wiener,  Washington  attorney 
and  legal  historian. 

INTERNATIONAL  ANTI-TRUST  LAW 
SYMPOSIUM  October  16-17 

The  Marshall -Wythe  School  of  Law  in  co-operation  with  the  American 
Society  of  International  Law  will  sponsor  a  two-day  Symposium  on  Anti-trust 
and  Related  Issues  and  Their  Solutions  in  International  Trade  and  Productive 
Investment.   The  program  was  organized  and  directed  by  Associate  Professor 
E.  Blythe  Stason,  Jr.  More  than  fifty  specialists  in  inter-national  anti- 
trust law  from  law  firms  and  law  schools  in  the  eastern  United  States  are 
expected  to  participate.

A  Yeats  scholar,  Dr.  Jeffares  was  director  of  the  Yeats  International 
Summer  School  at  Sligo  in  1969.  He  has  published  widely  on  Yeats,  18th 
Century  English  Literature  and  Restoration  Drama.  His  major  works  include 
"W.  B.  Yeats:  Man  and  Poet,"  1949,  and  "A  Commentary  on  the  Collected  Poems 
of  W.  3.  Yeats,"  1968.  He  is  editor  of  "Ariel"  a  Review  of  British  and 
International  Literature.

FULBRIGHT  AWARDS 

Faculty  members  are  asked  to  notify  students  who  wish  to  apply  for  a 
Fulbright  award  for  the  academic  year  1971-72,  that  application  forms  may 
be  obtained  from  the  campus  Fulbright  Adviser,  Dr.  Gary  A.  Smith,  Washing- 
ton 106B,  ext.  424.  Deadline  for  filing  is  Nov.  2. 

Candidates  who  wish  to  apply  for  an  award  must  be  a  U.  S.  citizen  at 
the  time  of  application,  have  a  bachelor's  degree  or  its  equivalent  before 
the  beginning  date  of  the  grant  and  in  most  cases,  be  proficient  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  host  country. 

A  full  award  will  provide  a  grantee  with  tuition,  maintenance  for  one 
academic  year  in  one  country,  round-trip  transportation,  health  and  accident 
insurance  and  an  incidental  allowance. 

The  Fulbright  awards  are  administered  by  the  Institute  of  International 
Education  which  also  offers  a  limited  number  of  U.  S.  Government  Travel 
grants  available  to  supplement  maintenance  and  tuition  scholarships  granted 
to  American  students  from  other  sources.   HE  also  administers  certain  main- 
tenance and  tuition  scholarships  offered  by  foreign  goverments  and  private 
donors  for  study  abroad.

FALL  TEEM  OPENS  AT  VIMS 

A  total  of  eighty  students  are  involved  in  graduate  studies  at  the  Vir- 
ginia Institute  of  Marine  Science  at  Gloucester  Point  for  the  fall  term  which 
began  Monday,  September  14.   Fifty-seven  of  these  are  seeking  either  M.  A.  or 
Ph.  D.  degrees  through  the  College  or  the  University  of  Virginia. 

Courses  offered  this  term  include  instruction  in  physical,  chemical, 
biological  and  geological  oceanography,  liquid  scintillation,  computer  pro- 
gramming, oceanographic  remote  sensing,  research  in  coastal  processes,  marine 
microbiology,  biometry,  population  dynamics  and  marine  benthos. 

Dr.  William  J.  Hargis,  Jr.,  Director  of  VIMS  is  Dean  of  the  School  of 
Marine  Science  of  the  College  of  William  and  Mary  and  Head  of  the  Department 
of  Marine  Science  of  the  University  of  Virginia.

NSF  sponsors  undergraduate  research  on  the  environment 

The  National  Science  Foundation  has  announced  a  new  $1  million  program  in 
fiscal  year  1971  to  support  sudent-initiated,  student  planned,  and  student- 
directed  research  aimed  at  solving  some  of  the  pressing  problems  of  present  day 
society. 

Entitled  Student  Originated  Studies,  the  new  program  will  provide  support 
to  interdisciplinary  groups  of  five  or  more  graduate  and  undergraduate  students 
proposing  to  attack  either  a  single  problem  o  a  group  of  related  problems  focused 
on  the  general  area  of  the  environment  --  physical,  biological,  or  social.  The 
first  award,  of  $53,000  went  to  students  at  Stanford  University  to  study  report- 
ing by  the  news  media  on  environmental  problems. 

Each  group  of  students  who  apply  will  be  expected  to  name  one  student  as 
project  director  and  one  f  acuity  member  as  advisor,  to  prepare  a  research  pro- 
posal, and  to  submit  the  proposal  to  NSF  through  a  college  or  university  that 
agrees  to  act  as  fiscal  agent.   Droposals  are  due  no  later  than  December  1,  1970. 

The  students'  proposal  should  include  a  budget  outline,  a  description  of 
the  sponsoring  college's  financial  contribution,  a  summary  of  the  problems  to 
be  investigated,  and  a  narrative  describing  other  aspects  of  the  project,  in- 
cluding any  evidence  that  the  group's  findings  could  be  utilized  by  local  planners 
and/or  civic  groups. 

/'ward-winning  projects  will  be  announced  by  January  30,  1971.  Winning  groups 
will  be  paid  $80  a  week  per  student  for  10  weeks  of  research  during  the  summer 
of  1971.   Students  will  assume  total  responsibility  for  initiating,  carrying  out, 
and  reporting  their  research  findings.   Faculty  may  serve  only  in  an  advisory 


capacity.

NSF  Director  says  more  relevancy  to  public  now  a  priority  for  science  community 

A  major  position  paper  which  dramatically  ties  the  future  of  basic  science 
research  to  the  ability  of  scientists  to  develop  greater  relevancy  to  the  interests 
of  "national  communities"  was  delivered  in  Washington,  D.C.,  last  spring  by 
National  Science  Foundation  Director  W.  D.  McElroy. 

Speaking  to  a  meeting  of  the  American  Physical  Society,  McElroy  noted  that 
the  American  public  was  simply  no  longer  willing  to  provide  money  "largely 
predicated  upon  a  generalized  faith  in  the  good  of  science."  McElroy  said 
that  contrary  to  popular  opinion,  the  present  economic  picture  was  not  the  primary 
reason  behind  the  growing  imbalance  between  the  size  and  needs  of  the  scientific 
community  and  the  resources  available.  "Even  more  threatening  than  funding  issues 
are  the  emerging  conflicts  between  scientific  values,  such  as  knowledge  for  the 
sake  of  understanding,  and  general  community  alarm  about  specific  aspects  of  our 
technological  society,"  he  said.  He  stated  that  thus  far  scientists  have  re- 
sponded to  this  threat  by  urging  increased  and  more  stable  funding,  in  short, 
"more,  not  less  of  the  same."  He  said  this  was  not  enough:  "I  believe  there 
must  be  changes  in  the  way  we  think,  in  what  we  do,  and  why  we  do  it.   In  short, 
the  scientific  community  must  be  more  responsive  to  the  nation's,  the  general 
community,  needs." 

McElroy  went  on  to  outline  some  of  the  steps  that  NSF  was  taking  to  pursue 
this  objective,  reiterating  at  several  points  that  the  core  mission  of  the  agency 
"is,  and  will  remain,  the  fostering  of  fundamental  scientific  research."  He 
apparently  saw,  however,  no  incompatability  between  this  and  research  oriented  to 
the  problems  of  society:   "It  is  simply  the  linking  of  our  conscience  as  human 
beings  to  our  curiosity  as  scientists.   It  is  also  the  linking  of  the  several 
science  communities  to  the  national  communities." 

In  discussing  some  of  the  mechanism  to  implement  these  changes,  McElroy 
gave  some  insights  into  MSF's  interest  in  the  new  types  of  research  centers.  He 
indicated  their  roles  might  include  an  information  cl earing- :.ouse  for  the  state 
of  the  art;  constant  appraisal  of  national  problems  and  identification  of  in- 
formation deficiences;  a  systems  approach  to  problems;  technology  assessment;  and 
a  quick  response  capability  to  policy  recommendations. 

NSF  has  also  recently  formed  an  Office  of  Government  and  Public  Programs, 
whose  purposes  were  best  outlined  in  a  speech  by  its  director,  C.C.  Ohlke, 
earlier  last  spring.  The  office  will  have  five  major  functions  (and  correspond- 
ing staff  units) :  congressional  liaison,  public  information,  publication 
resource,  institutional  relations,  and  public  understanding  of  science.  ""his 
last  unit  will  absorb  the  public  understanding  of  science  funds  formerly  located 
in  the  advanced  science  education  program. 

Grants  will  be  made  to  support  seminars,  exhibits,  television  and  motion 
pictures,  research  studies,  projects  of  nonprofit  organizations  directed  toward 
improving  the  public  understanding  of  science,  books  on  science  for  laymen,  and 
conferences  of  scientists,  science  writers  and  editors.

INFORMATIONAL  STATEMENT  BY  PRESIDENT  PASCHALL 
REGARDING  PRESS  REPORTS  OF  HEW  CORRESPONDENCE 

Press  articles  have  appeared  during  the  past  week  in  the  Richmond  Times - 
Dispatch  and  other  newspapers  in  regard  to  compliance  by  William  and  Mary  to 
the  1964  Civil  Rights  Act.  To  clarify  any  misunderstandings  that  may  have 
resulted  from  these  articles,  I  offer  the  following  information; 

(1)  Visitation  teams  from  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare 
have  made  several  trips  to  William  and  Mary  and  its  branch  colleges,   ichard 
Bland  in  Petersburg  and  Christopher  Newport  in  Newport  News,  during  the  past 
few  years.  Their  presence  on  campus  was  well- 'mown,  not  only  by  their  inter- 
views with  many  administrators  and  faculty,  as  well  as  with  some  students,  but 
through  press  articles  in  the  campus  and  local  news  media.  Similar  visitations 
have  been  made  to  other  State  institutions. 

(2)  The  press  articles  of  the  past  week  were  based  primarily  on  correspon- 
dence between  the  President  of  William  and  Mary  and  HEW.  Since  this  correspon- 
dence was  initiated  by  HEW,  the  College  feels  it  has  no  ethical  right  to  release 
the  same  publicly.  It  should  be  emphasized  that  the  College  did  not  release  the 
correspondence  on  which  the  articles  of  the  past  week  were  based.  Moreover, 
earlier  this  week,  the  Flat  Hat  requested  copies  of  the  correspondence  quoted 

in  the  articles,  and  the  College  offered  to  provide  copies  of  the  same  on  the 
condition  that  HEW  had  no  objection.  However,  in  telephone  conversation  with 
HEW,  the  Department  declined  to  approve  the  request. 

(3)  To  correct  any  impression  that  the  College  has  not  attempted  to  comply 
with  HEW  guidelines,  I  should  state  that  the  College  has:   (a)  designated  an 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Officer;  (b)  taken  affirmative  action  in  recruiting, 
hiring,  and  promoting  minority  group  employees;  (c)  developed  and  distributed  an 
equal  employment  opportunities  policy;  (d)  commenced  study  of  possibilities  for 
additional  training  for  employees  and  potential  employees  of  minority  groups. 

(As  a  result  of  these  and  other  efforts,  the  College  was  declared  in  com- 
pliance earlier  this  year  with  the  Equal  Employment  Opportunities  Program  section 
of  the  1964  Civil  Rights  Act  by  the  Contract  Compliance  Branch  of  the  Office  of 
Civil  Rights,  HEW.   By  virtue  of  this  clearance,  the  College  was  empowered  to 
negotiate  a  contract  with  NASA  for  the  operation  of  the  Space  Radiation  Effects 
Laboratory  at  the  Virginia  Associated  Research  Campus  at  Newport  News.) 

(u)  Disseminated  in  its  publications,  the  student  handbook,  and  admissions 
brochures,  the  non-discriminatory  policy  of  admissions  to  William  and  Mary; 
fFJ  inrinrioH  in  itc  publications  photographs  of  students  of  minority  races; 
(g)  intensified  what  were  alre^  substantial  visitation  programs  by  the  ad- 
missions office  to  all  high  schools.   (The  fortunate  addition  of  Mrs.  Lillian 
Poe  to  the  Admissions  staff  should  greatly  enhance  these  efforts.)   (h)  Em- 
ployed a  qualified  faculty  member  of  a  minority  group  for  the  second  semester 
of  this  session;  (i)  initiated  discussions  with  Hampton  Institute  to  explore 
an  exchange  program  between  the  two  institutions.  The  President,  Executive 
Vice  President,  and  Academic  Vice  President  of  William  and  Mary  met  recently 
with  the  President  of  Hampton  Institute  and  other  officials.  The  meeting  was 
highly  encouraging,  and  explorations  to  realize  this  program  are  progressing 
very  satisfactorily. 

(4)  The  news  articles  stated  that  the  President  did  not  reply  to  Dr. 
Severinson's  letter  of  April  7.  Dr.  Severinson  had  indicated  a  desire  to 


visit  William  and  Mary  and  discuss  the  issues  enumerated  in  her  letter  with 
College  officials  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  including  the  Rector. 
Such  a  meeting  was  scheduled  at  the  convenience  of  Dr.  Severinson.  However, 
she  later  informed  the  College  that  she  could  not  attend  the  meeting  because  of 
vacation  plans  and  the  necessity  for  moving  the  regional  HEW  office  from  Char- 
lottesville to  Philadelphia.  The  College  received  no  further  correspondence 
from  Dr.  Severinson  until  her  letter  of  July  1.  The  President  responded  to  this 
letter  on  July  27.   (These  were  the  two  letters  quoted  widely  in  the  newspapers.) 
Since  the  July  27  letter,  there  has  been  no  response  from  Dr.  Severinson. 

(5)  Visitation  to  Richard  Bland  by  HEW  teams  has  been  made  over  the  past 
year,  and  that  institution  has  been  endeavoring  to  comply  with  HEW  guidelines. 
However,  since  the  proposed  escalation  to  four-year  status  of  this  institution 
is  under  litigation,  it  would  be  inappropriate  to  comment  on  this  situation  at 
this  time. 

(6)  Correspondence  and  discussions  by  the  College  have  endeavored  to  raise 
legitimate  questions  and  to  resolve  honest  differences,  and  these  efforts  will 
continue  with  attendant  good  will  on  both  sides. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  information  will  be  helpful  to  those  of  the  College 
community  who  have  expressed  some  concern  in  regard  to  recent  press  articles.

The  fascinating  world  of  birds  and  how  they  live  will  be  explored  in  an  Audu- 
bon Wildlife  Film  to  be  shown  in  the  Campus  Center  ballroom  on  Tuesday,  October  13 
Entitled  "  ings  of  the  Wild",  the  film  will  be  narrated  personally  by  Alvah  W. 
Sanborn  of  Lenex,  Mass. 

"Wings  of  the  Wild"  portrays  the  magic  of  bird  flight,  ranging  from  the  skill 
ful  soaring  of  the  ibis,  the  speedy  graceful  dives  of  the  swallow- tailed  kite,  and 
the  rhythmic,  synchronized  flight  of  black  skimmer  flocks  to  the  helicopter-like 
hovering  of  hummingbirds  on  wings  beating  75  times  a  second.

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SCIENTISTS  SOUGHT  TO  AID  CANDIDATES 

Dr.  Carl  W.  Vermeulen,  chairman  of  the  college-wide  Committee  on  Environ- 
ment, is  urging  undergraduates,  graduate  students  and  especially  members  of  the 
faculty  to  become  active  as  advisors  on  scientific  matters  to  Virginia  sena- 
torial candidates. 

"This  is  an  election  year  and  the  U.  S.  Senate  candidates  can  use  help  on 
environmental  matters,"  asserts  Vermeulen. 

"There  are  very  few  scientists  working  as  congressional  advisors  and  even 
fewer  working  for  candidates.   Knowledgeable  liaisons  are  needed  from  the 
scientific  world."  said  Vermeulen. 

Those  who  would  like  to  help  a  candidate  write  press  releases,  position 
statements  and  generally  advise  him  of  recent  developments  in  the  "environment" 
are  asked  to  contact  Dr.  Vermeulen  (ext.

NSF  graduate  fellowships  are  open  to  citizens  or  nationals  of  the  United 
States  who  have  demonstrated  abiltity  and  special  aptitude  for  advanced  training 
in  the  sciences,  and  who  have  been  or  xvill  be  admitted  to  graduate  status  at  any 
nonprofit  United  States  or  foreign  institutions  of  higher  education. 

For  the  1971-72  Fellowship  year,  applicants  may  request  a  tenure  consisting 
of  9  or  12  months.  The  basic  12-month  stipend  for  the  three  educational  levels 
designated  by  NSF  are  as  follows:  first-year  level  fellows  will  receive  $2,400; 
intermediate  level  fellows  who  have  more  than  a  year  to  complete  their  degree 
requirements  will  receive  $2,600:  terminal  level  graduate  students  will  receive

First  District  Congressman  Thomas  N.  Downing  of  Newport  News,  will  speak  on 
campus  Nov.  4  at  7:30  p.m.  in  John  Millington  Hall  auditorium  on  current  environ- 
mental problems  which  are  of  special  interest  to  local  officials  in  the  Williams- 
burg area  and  the  College. 

I?is  visit  on  campus  is  being  sponsored  by  Sigma  Xi,  a  professional  scienti- 
fic honorary  fraternity,  and  the  "Continuing  Symposium  by  Scientists  and  Local 
Governing  Officials  Concerned  with  the  Environment"  headed  by  Dr.  Carl  W.  Ver- 
meulen of  the  Biology  Department,  chairman  of  the  Campus  Environment  Committee. 

According  to  Dr.  Vermeulen  local  officials  have  submitted  items  of  interest 
to  Congressman  Downing  which  they  wish  him  to  include  in  his  talk.  Questions 
concerning  the  procedures  for  graduates  or  graduate  students  in  the  sciences  to 
obtain  internships  in  the  various  scientific  Congressional  committees  have  also 
been  put  to  the  Congressman,  said  Vermeulen.  Congressman  Downing  is  a  member  of 
the  House  Committee  on  Science  and  Astronautics. 

CEC,   ANOTHER  WSM  FIRST,   DRAWS  PRAISE 

The  offer  of  assistance  to  the  Governor's  Environmental  Council  from  the 
Campus  Environment  Committee,  the  first  such  offer  from  an  institution  of  higher 
learning  in  the  state,  has  drawn  praise  both  from  Governor  Linwood  Holton  and 
the  newly  appointed  Deputy  Director  of  the  Council,  Dr.  Dennis  W.  Barnes.  Barnes 
is  Associate  Director  of  the  University  of  Virginia  Center  for  the  Study  of  Sci- 
ence Technology  and  Public  Policy. 

In  a  letter  to  Dr.  Vermeulen,  Governor  Holton  said  he  sincerely  appreciated 
the  interest  of  CEC.  "It  will  be  through  a  cooperative  coordinated  effort  involv- 
ing groups  such  as  yours  that  we  can  find  solutions  to  many  of  the  environmental 
problems  we  are  facing  today,"  wrote  Holton. 

At  a  meeting  Friday  in  Charlottesville,  attended  by  Dr.  Vermeulen  and  Warren 
Heemann,  Assistant  Vice  President  for  Sponsored  Programs,  and  hosted  by  the  State 
Agency  in  charge  of  Title  I  funds  for  environmental  education,  the  CEC  drew  praise 
from  Dr.  Barnes  as  the  only  collegiate  service  organization  in  the  state  on  an 
official  basis.   (Another  William  and  Mary  first!) 

Dr.  Gerald  Johnson  of  the  Geology  Department  has  been  working  on  proposed 
construction  guidelines  dealing  with  environmental  protection.  These  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Visitors  by  Dr.  Paschal 1  for  its  consideration.   In 
working  on  this  project  the  CEC  sought  guidelines  from  the  Governor's  office  but 
there  are  none.  Those  being  currently  drawn  up  have  been  offered  to  the  Gover- 
nor's office  as  a  model  proposal.

Dear  President  Paschall, 

We  write  to  you  as  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  College  to  express  publicly  our 
deep  concern  over  the  current  furer  regarding  the  College's  non-compliance  with 
Title  VI  of  the  1964  Civil  Rights  Act.  Granted,  the  communications  between  you 
and  the  regional  office  of  HEW  have  not  been  officially  released;  yet  the  content 
of  these  letters  has  been  made  public  by  Charles  Cox  of  the  Richmond  Times-Dis- 
patch.  Since  the  last  of  these  articles  indicates  the  strong  possibility  of  a 
federal  fund  cut-off  of  roughly  one  million  dollars,  we  feel  compelled  to  speak 
publicly  -  for  the  honor  and  the  future  of  the  College  are  threatened. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  meeting  you  granted  us  last  Friday,  yet  we  deeply 
regret  that  so  little  came  of  it.  The  discussion  was  a  lively  one,  and  we  would 
like  to  develop  a  few  points  made  therein  for  the  record.  You  argued  that  not 
only  William  and  Mary  but  a  number  of  colleges  in  this  state  were  under  HEW  pres- 
sure to  accelerate  their  desegregation  processes.  This  is  certainly  the  case  and 
it  is  good  to  keep  a  perspective  on  our  adverse  publicity.  Yet,  non-compliance 
with  Title  VI  on  the  part  of  several  institutions  is  no  exoneration  or  justifica- 
tion for  non-compliance  on  the  part  of  any  single  institution. 

Moreover,  William  and  Mary  is  the  only  college  in  the  state  currently  faced 
with  a  possible  federal  fund  cut-off  for  its  intransigence  in  regard  to  HEW 
requests. 

Despite  growing  campus  concern  over  the  news  of  October  1,  you  refuse  to 
issue  any  further  statement  in  defense  of  the  College.  Instead,  you  declare  your 
intention  to  stand  by  your  original  statement  of  the  same  date  without  addition 
or  clarification.  Well  and  good.  But  if  the  desegregation  steps  you  described 
fail  to  satisfy  the  federal  government,  they  can  scarcely  be  adequate  to  pacify 
the  concerned  College  community.  Clearly,  significant  steps  have  been  taken  in 
the  past  few  months  toward  desegregation:  the  revision  of  College  publications, 
the  hiring  of  Mrs.  Poe,  the  discussions  over  the  Hampton  Institute  exchange,  and 
hiring  of  black  faculty.  You  are  certainly  to  be  congratulated;  however,  we  can 
not  help  but  observe  that  Mrs.  Poe  is  only  a  part-time  admissions  officer  and  that 
there  is  but  one  black  professor  hired  for  next  semester,  whose  temporary  appoint- 
ment is  up  in  June.  William  and  Mary  must  take  bold,  innovative,  decisive  steps 
in  order  to  compensate  for  its  lily-white  heritage  and  to  exist  for  the  good  of 
all  the  people  of  the  state  it  serves.  We  can  only  conclude  that  necessary  meas- 
ures are  still  lacking. 

You  refuse  to  comment  on  the  five  goals  Mrs.  Poe  suggested  in  her  recent 
press  release  as  a  "measure  of  the  administration's  sincerity."  These  are:

1)  a  list  drawn  up  by  the  College  of  approved  non-cliscriininitory  housing;  2)  a 
significant  number  of  black  faculty  members  hired  by  mid-summer;  3)  the  incor- 
poration of  black  studies  courses  into  the  curriculum;  4)  commitment  on  the  part 
of  the  College  to  resolve  the  Bland  situation  in  light  of  your  alleged  changed 
attitude;  5)  an  expression  on  the  part  of  the  administration  to  inform  the  pub- 
lic of  policy  changes  in  regard  to  the  racial  situation  here.   (Naturally,  none 
of  the  above  are  in  any  way  to  be  construed  as  a  suggestion  to  lower  admissions 
standards  to  admit  more  members  of  minority  races.) 

We  understand  your  reluctance  to  comment  on  the  Bland  situation  as  that  is 
now  being  handled  by  the  courts;  yet  we  find  your  silence  on  the  other  four 
issues  to  be  deafening. 

In  closing,  we  call  on  you  to  negotiate  with  the  Department  of  Health,  Edu- 
cation and  Welfare  now  for  a  quick  and  just  resolution  of  the  current  situation. 
To  do  otherwise  would  be  to  invite  further  dishonor  upon  the  College  and  would 
perhaps  result  in  the  loss  of  vital  federal  funds.  Moreover,  any  additional 
adverse  publicity  would  go  far  to  counteract  the  nascent  moves  the  College  has 
made  toward  integration  and  place  us  in  a  position  even  more  untenable  than  the 
one  we  now  face.  Yet,  aside  from  the  considerations  of  federal  funds  and  even 
reputation,  we  urge  you  to  act  new  -  in  your  own  words,  "not  because  of  HEW,  but 
because  it  is  right."

LAW  ENFORCEMENT  EDUCATION  PROGRAM 

The  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Administration  was  created  by  Congress  in 
June  1968  to  administer  the  nation's  first  coordinated  program  against  crime. 
Local,  state  and  federal  government  have  joined  hands  to  improve  and  modernize 
the  country's  criminal  and  justice  system  -  police,  courts,  and  corrections. 

An  important  part  of  the  LEAA  program  is  the  Law  Enforcement  Education  Pro- 
gram. This  program  provides  financial  aid  for  college  studies  by  police,  courts, 
and  corrections  employees,  and  students  preparing  for  careers  in  those  fields. 
There  are  a  variety  of  important  positions  to  be  filled  in  meeting  the  criminal 
justice  system's  critical  need  for  well-educated  professionals. 

Recently  the  College  has  received  funds  to  be  used  for  those  individuals 
wishing  to  participate  in  LEEP.  There  are  two  types  of  financial  assistance 
available,  loans  and  grants.  Grants  of  up  to  $300  per  semester  are  available  to 
persons  currently  employed  in  criminal  justice  fields  -  law  enforcement,  courts 
and  correction.  Loans  are  available  to  those  fulltime  students  who  are  antici- 
pating employment  in  criminal  justice. 

The  grant  requires  the  recipient  to  continue  his  employment  within  criminal 
justice  work  for  two  years  after  completion  of  schooling.  Loans  are  cancelled 
at  rate  of  25  per  cent  per  year  of  service  in  criminal  justice.  If  the  loan 
recipient  fails  to  enter  the  field  of  law  enforcement  upon  finishing  school,  the 
loan  carries  7  percent  interest  and  must  be  paid  within  10  years  or  at  the  rate 
of  $50.00  a  month,  whichever  is  the  shorter  time  period.

Lewenthal  will  play  "Noctune,  Opus  62  No.  2  in  E  major"  by  Chopin;  "Bal- 
llade,  No.  2  in  B  minor,"  and  "Les  Patineurs"  both  by  Liszt;  "Fantasy  on  Themes 
from  Rossini's  Moses  in  Egypt"  by  Sigismund  Thalberg,  and  "Petit  Conte"  and 
"Sonatine,  Opus  61,  in  A  minor."  by  Charles -Valentin  Alkan. 

Lewenthal  has  written  a  biography  of  Alkan,  a  famous  French  pianist  and 
composer  (1813-1888)  who  became  a  Talmudic  scholar  and  Faustian  mystic  and  with- 
drew for  20  years  at  the  heighth  of  his  career  to  teach.  His  musical  concepts 
are  in  the  style  of  Berlioz  and  he  strove  for  whatever  effects  he  could  wrest 
from  the  keyboard.  Lewenthal  has  been  described  by  critics  as  having  not  only 
the  dedication  but  the  "tremendous  technical  skill  to  scale  these  Himalayan 
peaks  of  pianism"  created  by  Alkan. 

A  native  of  San  Antonio,  Texas,  he  studied  with  Olga  Samaroff  Stokowski  in 
New  York  and  Alfred  Cortot  in  Paris.  He  made  his  debut  in  1948  with  the  Phila- 
delphia Orchestra  under  Diraitri  Mitropoulous .  In  1963  he  launched  a  revival  of 
Alkan' s  music  with  a  lecture  recital  in  New  York.

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NATIONAL  SCIENCE  FOUNDATION  OFFERS 
200  POSTDOCTORAL  FELLOWSHIPS 

On  March  15,  The  National  Science  Foundation  plans  to  award  approximately  200 
postdoctoral  fellowships  to  young  scientists  who  have  demonstrated  special  apti- 
tude for  advanced  training.  The  awards  will  be  made  for  study  or  work  in  the 
mathematical,  physical,  medical  biological,  engineering,  and  social  sciences,  and 
the  history  and  philosophy  of  science. 

To  be  eligible  for  the  NSF  Postdoctoral  Fellowships  in  science,  an  applicant 
must  be  a  citizen  or  national  of  the  United  States  and  must  have  earned  by  the 
beginning  of  his  fellowship  tenure  a  doctoral  degree  in  one  of  the  fields  of 
science  listed  above.  The  evalution  of  applicants  will  be  based  on  ability  as 
evidenced  by  academic  records,  letters  of  recommendation,  and  other  indications 
of  scientific  competence. 

The  NSF  Fellowship  awards  will  be  tenable  at  any  appropriate  nonprofit  United 
States  or  nonprofit  foreign  institution(s) .  The  usual  tenure  of  a  postdoctoral 
fellowship  is  9  or  12  months,  although  tenures  from  6  to  24  months  are  available 
upon  adequate  justification.  The  normal  stipend  rate  for  postdoctoral  fellows  is 
$6,500  per  annum,  with  an  allowance  of  $500  per  annum  for  each  dependent  of  married 
fellows.

NATIONAL  RESEARCH  COUNCIL  ANNOUNCES  POSTDOCTORAL 
RESEARCH  ASSOCIATESHIPS  IN  FEDERAL  LABORATORIES 

The  National  Research  Council  recently  announced  its  1971  research  associate- 
ship  programs  in  selected  federal  laboratories.  The  Resident  Research  Associate- 
ships  are  awarded  to  persons  with  less  than  five  years  research  experience  beyond 
the  doctorate.  Senior  Associateships  are  available  to  scientists  and  engineers  of 
demonstrated  accomplishment  with  at  least  five  years  postdoctoral  experience.  The 
postdoctoral  associateships  carry  a  stipend  of  $13,000  annually,  with  the  senior 
positions  receiving  more,  depending  upon  the  applicant's  qulifications. 

Among  the  research  centers  looking  for  applicants  are  the  Air  Force  Systems 
Command,  Naval  Research  Laboratory,  Feltman  Research  Laboratories,  U.S.  Army 
Natick  Laboratories,  and  several  centers  of  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration,  including  Langley  Research  Center.  The  associateship  programs  are 
open  to  applicants  in  many  fields,  including  behavioral,  biological  and  clinical 
sciences,  oceanography,  space  science,  physics,  mathematics,  biology,  chemistry, 
and  geology. 

A  third  program,  the  NRC  Postdoctoral  Research  Associateships,  affords  oppor- 
tunities for  basic  research  and  advanced  training  to  scientists  and  engineers  of 
unusual  ability  and  promise.  Appointments  are  made  on  a  competitive  basis  and  are 
limited  to  U.S.  citizens  with  less  than  five  years  postdoctoral  experience.  The 
stipend  is  $14,192,  subject  to  income  tax.  Among  the  ten  federal  laboratories 
participating  in  this  program  are  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  National  Bureau  of  Standards, 
Naval  Ordnance  Laboratory,  Naval  Undersea  Research  and  Development  Center,  and  the 
U.S.  Geological  Survey. 
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Completed  applications  for  the  postdoctoral  and  senior  resident  research 
associateships  are  due  on  January  8,  May  8,  and  September  8.  Awards  will  be 
announced  in  March,  July  and  November,  respectively.  The  NRC  Postdoctoral  Research 
Associateships  applications  are  due  January  8,  and  awards  will  be  announced  March  1, 
for  tenure  beginning  on  or  after  July  1.  For  information  and  application  materials 
write:  Associateship  Office,  National  Research  Council,  2101  Constitution  Avenue, 
Washington,  D.  C.   20418. 

NEW  ENVIRONMENTAL  PROTECTION  AGENCY  ESTABLISHED 

A  new  independent  agency  in  the  executive  branch,  called  the  Environment 
Protection  Agency,  went  into  existence  on  October  3,  1970,  under  the  President's 
reorganization  plan.  The  new  agency  will  administer  all  major  federal  programs  to 
combat  pollution.  The  functions  of  the  new  agency  include  conduct  of  research  on 
the  adverse  effects  of  pollution  and  methods  for  controlling  it,  gathering  of 
information  on  pollution,  and  using  the  information  to  make  recommendations  and 
strengthen  environmental  protection  programs. 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  will  consist  of  the  following  agencies: 
Federal  Water  Quality  Administration,  formerly  of  the  Interior  Department:  National 
Air  Pollution  Control  Administration,  from  HEW:   Bureaus  of  Solid  Waste  Management, 
Water  Hygiene,  and  a  portion  of  the  Bureau  of  Radiological  Health,  all  from  the 
Environmental  Control  Administration  of  HEW:  Pesticides  Research  and  Standard- 
Getting  Program  of  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration;  Authority  to  perform  general 
ecological  research  from  the  Council  of  Environmental  Quality:  Some  pesticides 
research  authority  from  the  Interior  Department:  the  Environmental  Radiation 
Protection  Standard -Set ting  Function  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission:  and  the 
Functions  of  the  Federal  Radiation  Council.

Born  in  Los  Angeles  in  1912,  Cage  belongs  to  the  ultramodern  wing  of  his  gen- 
eration. In  1933  he  invented  what  be  called  "the  prepared  piano."  This  is  an 
ordinary  grand  piano,  certain  of  whose  strings  have  been  muted  at  specific  points 
by  the  insertion  of  miscellaneous  objects  such  as  nails,  nuts  and  bolts,  screws, 
hairpins  and  pieces  of  rubber,  plastic  and  wood. 

Cage's  compositions  include  "Variations  V"  commissioned  by  the  New  York  Phil- 
harmonic and  danced  by  Merce  Cunningham  and  Dance  Company  at  the  French-American 
Festival  at  Lincoln  Center,  and  "Variations  VII"  which  had  its  premiere  during  the 
Nine  Evenings  sponsored  by  Experiments  in  Engineering,  Art  and  Technology,  Inc. 
A  retrospective  concert  of  his  compositions  from  1934  was  presented  at  Town  Hall 
in  New  York  in  1958.

Twenty-nine  drawings  and  paintings  by  the  world's  leading  state  designers 
from  the  18th  century  to  the  present  day  are  included  in  this  exhibition.  Of 
special  interest  are  three  Dutch  engravings  published  in  the  18th  century  by  J. 
Smit  for  theatre  productions  of  the  Amsterdamsche  Schouburg.   In  each  of  these 
the  engraver  has  used  the  identical  plate  for  the  proscenium  and  audience,  but 
has  used  a  different  plate  for  the  actual  stage  setting  and  the  caption  of  the 
engraving.  These  three  are  part  of  a  set  of  twelve  engravings  owned  by  the  Vir- 
ginia Museum  and  are  important  as  they  are  one  of  the  few  extant  records  of  the 
Amsterdamsche  Schouburg,  the  first  municipal  theatre  in  the  world.

Under  the  terms  of  a  presidential  reorganization  plan  effective  October  3, 
1970,  a  new  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration  in  the  Department  of 
Commerce  will  administer  all  federal  programs  dealing  with  the  oceans  and  atmos- 
phere .

Richardson  Advocates 

U.S.   Policy  for  Higher  Education 

In  his  first  public  address  about  higher  education  since  becoming  HEW  Secre- 
tary last  June,  Elliot  L.  Richardson  urged  Nov.  11  the  development  of  a  Federal 
policy  toward  higher  education  that  "would  encompass  the  range  of  actions  taken 
by  the  Federal  government  which  affect  higher  education  whether  intended  or  not." 
"or  example,  he  said,  if  such  a  policy  had  already  existed,  "surely  we  would 
have  revised  the  selective  service  laws  ten  years  before  we  did." 

Speaking  at  the  closing  session  in  Washington  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Association  of  State  Universities  and  Land-.rant  Colleges,  Richardson 
said  the  "basic  issue  for  us  today  is  not  what  do  our  institutions  of  higher 
education  require,  but  what  kind  of  higher  education  does  our  society  require?" 
He  added:  "now  much  education  should  be  made  available  at  public  expense?  Should 
our  colleges  serve  only  the  young?  When  in  an  individual's  life  can  he  profit 
most  from  the  benefits  a  higher  education  can  bring?" 

"Against  the  background  of  such  challenges  and  large  questions  as  these," 
he  said,  "the  Federal  Government  and  higher  education  must  jointly  resolve  a 
number  of  complex  issues.  Most  immediately,  we  must  determine  the  extent  and 
causes  of  financial  need  among  various  institutions,  particularly  the  differing 
needs  and  problems  of  public  and  private  institutions.  We  must  come  to  grips 
with  the  impact  which  various  forms  of  support  will  have  on  your  institutions; 
and  we  must  assess  the  question  of  how  the  support  we  provide  will  affect  the 
broad  need  for  change  and  reform.  None  of  these  issues  submits  to  easy  analysis.5 

The  Secretary  listed  four  "principles"  which  he  said  he  hoped  will  guide  the 
discussions  initiated  last  month  by  Federal  officials  and  the  American  Council  on 
Education.  He  listed  them  as  follows: 

That  the  Federal  Government  has  a  unique  responsibility  to  equalize  oppor- 
tunity for  all  Americans  to  receive  a  higher  education. 

That  the  Federal  Government  should  encourage  the  support  of  diversity  in 
higher  education. 

That  the  Federal  Government  should  support  and  enhance  the  independence  and 
freedom  of  colleges  and  universities. 

That  the  Federal  Government  should  determine  its  support  of  higher  education 
in  the  light  of  national  needs  for  the  skills  which  higher  education  produces.

The  tradition  ceremony,  sponsored  jointly  by  Mortar  Board  and  Omicron 
Delta  Kappa  honorary  societies  for  the  college  family, will  be  held  from  6  - 
7:50  p..  . ,  in  the  Wren  Building. 

resident  Davis  Y.  Paschall  will  read  Christmas  greetings  written  in  1513 

by  Fra.  Giovanni.  Thomas  Hearn,  on  of  Dr.  vhomas  K.  :  earn,  'r.,   epartment 

of  Philosophy,  will  give  a  small  prayer  and  toss  the  first  piece  of  holly  into 
the  fire. 

Refreshments  will  be  served  following  the  log  ceremony- 

Traditionally  a  large  log  is  brought  in,  and  paraded  around  so  members  of 
the  faculties  and  their  families  can  touch  pieces  of  holly  to  the  log  before 
it  is  burned  in  the  fireplace  of  the  Great  Hall. 

The  ceremony  of  the  Yule  hoc   was  initiated  on  campus  during  the  1950" s  by 
Dr.  Grace  Warren  Landrum,  former,   ear.  of  Women. 

ccording  to  Vice  President  J.  W.  Lambert,  it  was  at  that  time  a  very 
elaborate  affair.   ;ased  on  old  English  custom,  the  Lord  of  the  Manor,  repre- 
sented by  the  President  of  the  College  and  all  others  in  the  ceremony  wore 
colonial  costume.  The  president's  assistant  portrayed  the  "lord  of  Misrule." 
A  young  child,  usually  from  a  faculty  family  poured  wine  over  the  log  and  threw 
in  the  first  piece  of  holly. 

Costumed  log  carriers,  hog  carriers  (a  boar's  head  was  brought  in  and 
paraded  along  with  the  log)  and  six  trumpeters  were  also  part  of  the  cast. 

The  ceremony  was  discontinued  during  World  War  II. 

The  ceremony  in  its  present  form  was  initiated  by  ODK  and  Mortar  Board  in 
1947-  8  and  follows  the  traditions  of  the  older  one. 

Some  believe  the  throwing  of  the  holly  into  the  fire  signifies  a  casting 
off  of  old  worries.  Others  contend  the  holly  is  thrown  with  a  wish  for  the 
new  year.

As  you  know,  the  Executive  Cuuuiiittee  ©£  the  Board  of  Visitors  is  in  the  process 
of  naming  a  Search  Committee  for  the  position  of  President,  from  which  position 
I  have  resigned  as  of  August  31,  1971.  That  Committee  will,  of  course,  i  ake  its 
recommendations  directly  to  the  Board  of  Visitors,  which  Board  appoints  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  College. 

Dr.  W.  Melville  Jones,  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs,  is  subject  to  man- 
datory retirement  at  the  end  of  his  present  contract  period,  August  31,  1971. 
It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  President  of  the  College  to  recommend  to  the 
Board  of  Visitors  a  successor  to  Dr.  Jones  in  this  position.   In  view  of  the 
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fact  that  I  will  be  discontinuing  my  duties  as  President  on  August  31,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  imperative  to  have  a  Search  Committee  appointed  to 
offer  recommendations  for  the  successor  to  Dr.  Jones,  I  have  requested  the  Exec- 
utive Vice  President,  Mr.  Carter  0.  Lowance,  to  share  with  me  in  the  appointment 
of  a  Search  Committee.  He  concurs  with  me  in  expressing  the  hope  that  each  of 
you  will  serve  as  a  member  of  this  Committee. 

Mr.  Lowance  and  I  will  appreciate  if  your  Committee  will  recommend  to  us  not  less 
than  two  nor  more  than  three  names  for  the  position  of  Vice  President  for  Aca- 
demic Affairs.   ,'e  would  hope  that  the  person  finally  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Visitors  could  assume  the  responsibilities  of  this  position  as  of  September  1, 
1971. 

I  will  appreciate  if  Dean  Harold  L.  Fowler  will  serve  as  Chairman  of  this  Commit- 
tee and  convene  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable.   I  am  confident  that  in  such  an 
organizational  meeting,  the  Committee  will  wish  to  discuss  the  possibility  of 
some  member  serving  as  Secretary,  especially  one  who  has  secretarial  assistance, 
and  I  leave  this  matter  entirely  to  the  decision  of  the  Committee. 

You  are  familiar  with  the  function  of  the  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs, 
he  being  the  chief  coordinating  academic  afficer  for  the  College  as  a  whole.   In 
order  that  you  may  be  more  specifically  aware  of  his  responsibilities  and  duties, 
I  enclose  a  copy  of  Section  3,  "Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs",  quoted  from 
the  most  recent  edition  of  the  By-laws  of  the  Board  of  Visitors.  This  descrip- 
tion indicates  significantly  the  importance  of  this  position. 

I  advised  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  this  procedure  at 
the  Executive  Committee  meeting  on  December  11,  1970.  The  Committee  reacted 
favorable  to  the  same.

Section  3.      VICE  PRESIDENT  FOR  ACADEMIC  AFFAIRS 

The  Board  of  Visitors  will,  on  recommendation  of  the  President  of  the 
College,  appoint  a  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs.  The  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Vice  President,  and  in 
accordance  with  policies  established  by  the  Board  of  Visitors,  shall  administer 
the  instructional  and  educational  programs  of  the  College  and  through  the  Board- 
designated  Liaison  Officer  or  Officers,  the  instructional  and  educational  pro- 
grams of  the  Branch  Colleges.  He  shall  serve  as  Accreditation  Officer  of  the 
College  and  shall  coordinate  the  programs,  offerings,  and  affairs  of  the

respective  schools  and  faculties.  He  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Execu- 
tive Vice  President  regarding  salaries  and  promotions  of  his  staff  and  the  facul- 
ties of  the  College,  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  and  Execu- 
tive Vice  President  and  upon  recommendation  of  the  appropriate  dean,  fill  vacan- 
cies on  the  faculties  and  establish  new  faculty  positions,  subject  to  the  appro- 
val of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

lie  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive  Vice  President  and  the  President  of  the 
College,  the  calendar  of  the  College,  the  curricula  of  the  faculties  of  the 
College,  and  the  inauguration  of  new  programs,  the  latter  being  subject  to  appro- 
val by  the  Board  of  Visitors.   Such  recommendations  shall  be  formulated  with  due 
regard  to  the  role  of  the  respective  faculties,  the  educational  mission  of  the 
College  in  the  Virginia  System  of  Higher  Education,  and  budgetary  and  administra- 
tive feasibility.

NEW  REGULATIONS 

In  accordance  with  a  directive  received  by  all  State  institutions  of  higher 
education,  all  grant  and  research  contract  balances  in  institutional  accounts  on 
December  31,  1970,  and  all  future  grant  and  research  contract  proceeds  must  be 
deposited  into  and  disbursed  from  the  State  treasury.  Expenditures  of  these 
funds  will  be  subject  to  normal  budget  (appropriation  and  allotment)  procedures 
and  to  all  State  regulations,  including  those  concerning  travel,  the  hiring  of 
personnel,  and  the  purchasing  of  equipment  and  supplies. 

All  institutions  are  required  to  transfer  personnel  now  being  compensated 
from  sponsored  program  funds  in  institutional  local  fund  accounts  (as  are  most 
of  William  and  Mary's  sponsored  program  personnel)  to  the  State  payroll.  Mr. 
Webb  Hopper,  Grants  Fiscal  Administrator,  has  already  communicated  with  most  of 
you  on  that  aspect  of  the  new  procedures. 

All  institutions  are  also  required  to  submit  orders  for  sponsored  program 
equipment  and  material  to  the  State  Department  of  Purchases  and  Supply  for  cen- 
tralized procurement.  According  to  the  directive  received  by  the  College,  "Where 
urgency  is  required,  purchases  may  be  expedited  by  use  of  Purchase  Requisition 
(Form  D.P.S.  2)  and  a  cover  letter  addressed  to  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Purchases  and  Supply  stating  the  nature  of  the  urgency,  the  delivery  date 
required,  and  for  scientific  items,  a  list  of  sources  of  supply  readily 
available. 

It  is  now  particularly  important  that  principal  investigators  and  other  per- 
sons operating  sponsored  projects  plan  well  ahead  and  initiate  requests  to  place 
persons  on  a  grant  payroll  or  orders  for  equipment  and  materials  at  the  earliest 
possible  date.  As  Mr.  Hopper  indicated,  it  may  take  as  long  as  a  month  to  clear 
a  position  through  the  Division  of  Personnel  in  Richmond.  It  will  take  at  least 
that  long,  to  obtain  equipment  and  materials  through  the  State  Division  of  Pur- 
chasing and  Supply.

LAW  ENFORCEMENT  ASSISTANCE  ADMINISTRATION  GIVES

The  U.S.  Congress  has  approved  a  1971  budget  of  $480  million  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice's  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Administration.   In  announcing  its 
use  of  these  funds,  LEAA  noted  that  priority  would  be  given  to  innovative  pro- 
jects to  improve  state  and  local  probationary  systems.  These  awards  are  similar 
to  those  redistributed  through  designated  state  law  enforcement  agencies,  but 
applications  for  discretionary  funds  are  submitted  directly  to  LEAA.  Projects 
are  usually  expected  to  have  a  regional  or  national  application.

SAUL  ALINSKY,    "THE  OLD  GRAY  FOX  OF 
SOCIAL  PROTEST"  TO  SPEAK  HERE  FEB.    25 

Saul  Alinsky,  of  Chicago,  will  speak  at  the  Campus  Center  Ballroom,  Thrus- 
day,  ^eb.  25  at  7:30  p.m.,  a  lecture  sponsored  by  the  College-Wide  Reading 
Program. 

"His  aim  in  life  is  to  make  people  mad  enough  to  fight  for  thier  own  inter- 
ests," says  Time  magazine  of  AlinsKy  who  has  been  organizing  "have-nots"  for 
over  30  years. 

Alinsky,  the  son  of  a  Jewish  tailor  from  Russia  grew  up  in  Chicago  and 
experienced  many  of  the  frustrations  that  are  now  facing  blacks  in  big  cities. 
He  began  organizing  people  in  the  Back  of  the  Yards  section  of  Chicago  in  the 
1930 's  and  through  a  series  of  sitdown  and  boycotts  was  able  to  force  industry 
and  slumlandlords  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  community  for  a  better  life. 
After  this  successful  project,  Alinsky  got  enough  backing  to  set  up  the  Indus- 
trial Areas  Foundation,  an  organization  that  operates  on  a  $150,000  budget  and 
a  staff  of  eleven  to  promote  Alinsky  methods  in  other  slum  areas. 

Alinsky  has  also  turned  his  attention  to  the  problems  of  middle  class 
Americans  and  has  proposed  "Proxies  for  People,"  an  attempt  to  pressure  big 
corporations  into  stopping  pollution  and  supporting  social  causes.

Dr.  Harlow  is  director  of  the  Primate  Laboratory  and  the  Wisconsin  Regional 
Research  Center  at  Wisconsin  and  has  made  extensive  studies  of  primate  learning, 
brain  function,  motivation  and  social  development. 

From  his  research  in  learning  of  primates,  Dr.  Harlow  has  received  both  the 
National  Medal  of  Science  and  the  Howard  Crosby  Warren  Medal  of  the  Society  of 
Experimental  Psychologists,  one  of  the  highest  honors  in  the  field  of  psychology. 

Dr.  Arnheim,  who  has  made  extensive  psychological  studies  on  the  forms  and 
functions  of  art,  has  written  a  number  of  books,  including  "Visual .

The  New  York  Times  said  "Single  and  as  a  group  the  Guarneri  has  no  superior 
on  the  world's  stages."  Each  of  the  artists  is  a  well  known  virtuoso  in  his  own 
right  and  the  four  played  chamber  music  at  the  Marlboro  and  Casals  Festivals  before 
joining  to  form  the  Guarneri.

FEDERAL  BUDGET  FOR  SCIENCE  AND  TECHNOLOGY   -  FY  1972  INCREASE 

The  Federal  Budget  submitted  by  President  Nixon  to  Congress  for  Fiscal  Year 
1972  provides  for  increases  in  total  Federal  obligations  and  expenditures  for 
research  and  development.  Markedly  increased  support  is  requested  for  research 
and  development  at  colleges  and  universities. 

Budget  highlights  reflecting  a  high  priority  placed  on  research  and  develop- 
ment, are: 

Total  federal  research  and  development  up  7.6%  from  $15,555  million 
in  FY  '71  obligations  to  $16,737  million  in  FY  ?72. 

Civilian  research  (all  agencies  except  DOD,  NASA,  AEC)  up  13.8%  from 
>'•  $7,400  million  to  $8,309  million. 

National  Science  Foundation  total  budget  up  22%  from  $507  million  to 
$622  million;  its  research  budget  up  44.5%  from  $324  million  to  $468  million. 

National  Institutes  of  Health  research  and  development  up  14.8%  from 
$1,054  million  to  $1,179  million. 

Research  and  development  in  colleges  and  universities  up  14.7%  from 
$1,653  million  to  $1,896  million  -  the  entire  increase  coming  from  civilian 
agencies. 

Policy  directions  indicate: 

Increased  emphasis  on  research  in  solving  society's  problems  -  health, 
environmental  pollution,  energy,  crime,  transportation,  etc. 

A  determination  to  maintain  and  increase  our  eminence  in  basic  research, 
NSF  in  central  role. 

The  necessary  greater  reliance  on  increased  research  and  development  to 
maintain  an  effective  defense  capability. 

NATIONAL  SCIENCE  FOUNDATION  ANNOUNCES  SPECIAL  FOREIGN  CURRENCY  RESEARCH  AND 
SCIENCE  EDUCATION  PROGRAM 

Congress  has  appropriated  to  the  National  Science  Foundation  $1  million  to 
support  research  and  other  scientific  activities  in  certain  foreign  countries. 

Grants  may  be  awarded  to  American  research  and  educational  institutions  for 
the  performance  of  research  and  science  education  programs  in  Burma,  Guinea, 
India,  Morocco,  Pakistan,  Poland,  Tunisia,  the  United  Arab  Republic  (Egypt),  and 
Yugoslavia. 

NSF  will  consider  proposals  for  appropriate  international  projects  which  it 
normally  supports.  Joint  collaborative  projects  with  the  foreign  countries  also 
are  sought. 
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Proposals  should  be  directed  to  the  Office  of  International  Programs  under 
the  following  principles: 

1.  /ll  proposals  must  be  scientifically  and  technically  of  good  quality, 
co-sponsored  by  a  reputable  U.S.    institution  and  the  foreign  country. 

2.  The  participating  country  must  approve  the  project. 

3.  U.S.  and  the  participating  country  will  share  the  benefits  from  the 
proposed  project. 

Proposals  may  be  submitted  at  any  time,     note:     NSF  encourages  and  will 
give  priority  attention  to  proposals  to  be  funded  before  July  ls   1971:  they  must 
be  submitted  as  far  as  possible  in  advance  of  April  ly   1971.  ' 

FORD  FOUNDATION  OFFERS  $8. 2  MILLION  IN  HUMANITIES  RESEARCH  GRANTS 

The  Ford  Foundation  announces  grants  of  $8.2  million  to  the  American  Council 
of  Learned  Societies,  a  private  non-profit  federation  of  33  scholarly  organiza- 
tions, to  increase  both  the  number  and  stipends  in  the  ACLS  postdoctoral  fellow- 
ship and  grants-in-aid  programs.

ACLS  also  has  various  international 
activities,  including  the  development  and  growth  of  American  studies  in  foreign 
universities.

PROGRAM  TO  GRADUATE  TEN 

A  unique  program  at  the  College  undertaken  two  years  ago  to  fulfill 
swiftly  the  need  for  special  education  teachers  in  the  Tidewater  area,  now 
appears  well  established. 

Endorsed  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  assisted  initially  by 
a  grant  from  the  Department  of  Health  Education  and  Welfare,  the  Special  Edu- 
cation Intern  program  will  graduate  its  first  ten  teachers  in  June  with  grad- 
uate degrees  in  Education,  state  accreditation  and  endorsement  in  the  area  of 
mental  retardation. 
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The  two-year  program  is  designed  to  allow  graduates  in  a  liberal  arts 
field  to  qualify  for  teacher  certification  and  an  M.Ed,  degree  in  the  teaching 
of  mentally  retarded  children  while  being  employed  as  a  full-time  teacher  in  a 
classroom  in  the  area.

NO  TUITION  INCREASE 

Parents  of  students  at  the  College  of  William  and  Mary  were  told  Monday  there 
would  be  no  increase  in  tuition  for  next  fall  although  room  and  board  costs  would 
be  raised. 
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1W  TUITION  INCREASE  con  't 

President  Davis  Y.  Paschall,  said  the  board  charge  would  increase  by  $20 
per  year  to  $550.   'verage  room  rentals  will  rise  by  $35  to  $380. 

Both  hikes  were  attributed  to  larger  costs  in  providing  room  and  board  ser- 
vices to  students. 

Tuition  will  remain  at  $660  for  Virginia  students  and  $1,594  for  out-of- 
<:tate  students.   Laundry  fees  will  remain  at  $40  per  year. 

"  e  have  managed  to  accomplish  this,"  Dr.  Paschall  said  regarding  the  tuition 
charge,  "through  very  careful  budgetary  planning  and  in  effecting  economies 
wherever  possible,  but  without  detriment  to  the  quality  program  offered  by  the 
College." 

Also  in  the  letter,  Dr.  Paschall  expressed  confidence  that  improvements  would 
be  made  in  regulations  governing  social  life  of  students,  once  a  study  now  under 
way  is  completed  this  spring. 

!'e  said  existing  social  regulations,  put  into  effect  last  fall  on  a  trial 
basis,  are  being  analyzed  by  J.  W.  Lambert,  Vice  President  for  Student  Affairs, 
so  that  justifiable  modifications  can  be  incorporated  in  the  new  edition  of  the 
Student  Handbook,  printed  in  the  summer. 

"Throughout  the  'trial  period'  of  operation  the  first  semester,  Dr.  Paschall 
wrote,  "a  very  sincere  effort  was  made  by  the  Administration  to  provide  reasonable 
regulations  that  encourage  the  development  of  student  responsibility  in  self- 
governance.  This  emphasis  will  continue  so  long  as  students  exercise  responsi- 
1  ility  in  proper  observance  of  the  regulations  for  which  they  have  considerable 
freedom  in  administering." 

FLAT  HAT'S  STATUS  TO  BE  DECIDED 

Dresident  Paschall  has  announced  that  he  will  appoint  a  committee  to  consi- 
der the  future  status  of  the  Flat  Hat,  the  fee-~upported  student  newspaper. 

In  making  the  announcement,  he  said  he  did  not  agree  with  an  earlier  finding 
that  the  Flat  Hat  did  not  violate  "generally  accepted  principles  of  good  taste" 
jn  its  edition  of  February  12,  1971. 

In  that  edition,  words  were  published  which  led  to  three  formal  complaints 
that  the  newspaper  violated  concepts  of  good  taste  and  failed  to  meet  standards 
which  were  laid  down  in  the  Student  Handbook. 

Subsequently,  the  campus  Publications  Committee  recommended  that  no  action 
be  taken  against  the  Flat  Hat  as  a  result  of  the  complaints.  The  Board  of  Stu- 
dent Affairs  agreed,  by  a  13-5  vote,  with  the  committee's  report  and  submitted  it 
to  Dr.  Paschall  for  final  action. 

"As  President  of  the  College,"  Dr.  naschall  said,  "it  is  my  obligation  to 
receive  the  Board  of  Student  Affairs'  recommendations  and  take  such  action  as  I 
deem  appropriate." 
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FLAT  HAT'"  STATUS  TO  BE  DECIDED  con't 

In  a  letter  to  the  BSA,  he  said  the  committee  will  be  charged  with  developing 
a  plan  which  would  assure  the  Administration  that--as  legal  publisher  of  the  Flat 
Hat--it  would  have  some  means  of  preventing  abuse  and  violation  of  the  canons  of 
respectable  journalism,  especially  in  the  area  of  good  taste. 

The  same  committee  will  also  be  charged  with  considering  the  alternative  pos- 
sibility of  giving  the  Flat  Hat  independent  status,  so  that  its  editors  would  have 
full  responsibility  for  financial  and  editorial  matters.  This,  he  pointed  out, 
would  mean  that  the  College  would  no  longer  be  legally  the  newspaper's  publisher. 

Dr.  Paschall,  in  his  letter,  noted  that  the  editor  of  the  newspaper  had  ear- 
lier published  apologies  to  those  who  considered  the  February  12  edition  to  be  in 
poor  taste.  The  president  said  he  accepted  these  apologies,  but  added  that  there 
has  been  no  assurance  that  there  would  be  no  repetition  of  the  controversy. 

"The  protection  of  a  free  press  is  of  as  much  concern  to  the  College  Admini- 
stration as  it  is  to  any  individual  or  any  editor.   But  I  must  point  out  that  the 
Flat  Hat  is  a  Co liege- supported  publication  and  that,  in  addition  to  an  editor, 
it  has  a  publisher,  the  President  of  William  and  Mary,  acting  for  the  College.  As 
such,  I  have  certain  obligations,  legal  and  otherwise,  to  the  readership  in  assur- 
ing an  adherence  to  the  generally  accepted  standards  of  good  journalism,"  'e  wrote. 

Membership  of  the  special  committee  has  not  been  determined,  Dr.  Paschall  said

Funeral  services  were  conducted  at  4  p.m.  Sunday  in  the  Wren  Chapel.   Burial 
was  in  Kingsville,  Ohio.

To:  Special  Committee  to  Study  and  Make  Recommendations  Regarding  Status  of  the 
College  Newspaper,  The  Flat  Hat 

Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  for  your  information  a  copy  of  my  communication  of  March  26,  1971, 
to  members  of  the  Board  of  Student  Affairs,  and  invite  your  attention  particularly 
to  its  enclosure,  '-Statement  to  Board  of  Student  Affairs  Regarding  College  News- 
paper." 

I  hasten  to  emphasize  one  point  in  reference  to  this  statement;  namely,  the 
fact  that  I  indicated  disagreement  with  the  BSA  finding  regarding  the  February  12, 
1971,  edition  of  the  Flat  Hat  -hould  not  be  interpreted  in  any  sense  as  any 
intended  reflection  on  those  who  made  the  finding,   furthermore,  ry  intention  to 
appoint  a  committee,  as  explained  in  the  last  paragraph  of  the  statement,  is 
likewise  not  intended  to  constitute  any  reflection  whatsoever  on  any  member  or 
members  of  the  Board  of  Student  Affairs. 

My  purpose  in  appointing  a  committee  is  to  afford  the  College  an  objective 
study  of  the  two  alternatives  indicated. 

In  arriving  at  the  composition  of  the  committee,  I  have  tried  to  consider 
those  who  would  represent  the  College  in  the  study  on  a  campus-'ide  basis,  and 
who,  at  the  present  time,  do  not  serve  on  the  BSA- -the  only  exception  being  in 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Thomas  McDonald.   I  feel  that  since  his  term  as  Editor  of 
the  Flat  Hat  is  expiring  he  could  be  most  helpful  in  bringing  to  bear  the  views 
and  experience  of  an  editor,  not  in  terms  of  the  pros  and  cons  as  such  on  the 
February  12  issue,  but  in  the  larger  sense  of  the  two  alternatives  for  overall 
study  by  the  committee.   In  the  instance  of  Mr.  McGinnis,  he  has  served  this 
session  on  the  editorial  staff  of  the  College  Observer,  published  by  the  Virginia 
Gazette,  and,  as  such,  could  also  present  views  from  his  experience  in  this 
capacity. 

In  the  instance  of  Dr.  Kallos  and  Dr.  eCulley,  they  served  for  many  years 
in  relation  to  the  publications,  and  their  background  of  experience  could  be 
most  helpful  in  the  deliberations. 

I  realize  that  each  of  you  have  many  important  tasks,  and  your  service  on 
this  committee  would  constitute  somewhat  of  an  additional  burden.   I  assure  you, 
however,  that  this  study  can  mean  a  great  deal  to  the  College,  particularly  at 
this  time,  and  I  hope  so  very  much  that  you  will  accept  this  appointment.   In 
this  connection,  if  you  will  kindly  write  to  me  regarding  the  same,  I  will  appre- 
ciate it. 

As  soon  as  I  obtain  replies  of  acceptance,  I  will  advise  the  Executive  Vice 
President,  Mr.  Carter  0.  Lowance,  and  request  that  he  and  Dr.  Ball  convene  the 
committee  at  a  time  most  convenient  to  the  members.  When  the  committee  is  con- 
vened, I  know  that  Mr.  Lowance  will  be  glad  to  offer  some  introductory  remarks 
emphasizing  the  desirability  of  an  objective  approach  to  the  matter;  the  fact 
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that  the  College  administration  has  an  open  mind  where  the  study  is  concerned; 
and  that  the  College  administration  will  be  pleased  to  obtain  for  the  committee 
any  materials  desired,  and  also  to  arrange  for  the  committee  to  have  the  bene- 
fit of  any  journalistic  consultants  that  it  may  wish  to  have  appear  from  time 
to  time  during  the  deliberations. 

I  wish  to  emphasize  two  further  points;  namely,  (1)  the  fact  that  this  study 
that  will  be  made  should  not  be  construed  by  the  Board  of  Student  affairs  or  any- 
one else  as  restricting,  influencing,  or  otherwise  interfering  with  the  normal 
procedures  in  the  selection  by  the  BSA  Publications  Committee  of  a  new  editor, 
and  (2)  a  deadline  for  submitting  recommendations  by  the  committee  is  not  being 
set  because  a  study  of  this  nature  involving  so  many  complicated  and  controver- 
sail  considerations  should  not  be  hastily  imposed,  recognizing  that  only  the 
committee,  itself,  after  ascertaining  what  is  involved  can  best  project  a  terminal 
date  for  the  study. 

T  am  transmitting  a  copy  of  this  communication  to  the  members  of  the  Adminis- 
trative Council  which  includes  in  its  membership  the  Chaii-man  of  the  Board  of 
Student  Affairs,  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  the  Deans  of 
the  Schools,  as  well  as  others  in  the  administrative  organization  of  the  College. 

I  repeat  my  sincere  hope  that  you  will  accept  appointment  to  this  important 
committee.

STATEMENT  TO  BOARD  OF  STUDENT  AFFAIRS 
REGARDING  COLLEGE  NEWSPAPER 

The  February  12,  1971,  edition  of  the  Flat  Fat,  "rich  was  received  by  stu- 
dents, many  parents,  alumni,  and  friends  of  the  College,  occasioned  considerable 
concern  as  evidenced  by  the  expressions  made  subseouently  to  me  and  other  members 
of  the  Administration. 

The  questions  raised  by  the  use  of  certain  language  in  that  issue,  involving 
obscenity,  bad  taste,  and  freedom  of  the  press,  admittedly  are  not  easily  resolved, 
or  ones  on  which  there  is  a  ready  unanimity  of  views.  However,  the  questions  of 
propriety,  decency,  and  good  taste  were  so  clearly  raised  that  the  College  Admin- 
istration felt  that  these  should  be  subjected  to  review.  This  was  requested, 
through  normal  channels,  of  the  Student  Publications  Committee  and  its  parent 
body,  the  Board  of  Student  Affairs. 

These  agencies,  including  in. their  membership  students,  paculty,  and  admin- 
istrators, concluded  (although  not  unanimously)  that  the  February  12  issue  did 
not  violate  standards  of  good  taste.  They  reported  the  Fiat  Hat  as  taken  steps 
to  seek  professional  counsel's  advice  on  future  questions  of  this  kind;  took  note 
of  the  editor's  public  apology  if  the  language  used  had  proved  offensive  to 
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readers;  cautioned  against  any  action  that  might  tend  to  abridge  the  freedom  of 
the  press;  and  recommended  no  further  action. 

As  President  of  the  College,  it  is  my  obligation  to  receive  the  BSA's  recom- 
endations  and  take  such  action  as  I  deem  appropriate.   I  personally  do  not  agree 
with  the  finding  that  the  issue  in  question  does  not  violate  generally  accepted 
principles  of  good  taste. 

I  have  noted  the  statements  of  the  editor  in  the  nature  of  an  apology  to 
offended  readers.   I  accept  the  apology  in  good  faith,  but  recognize  that  on 
apology  after  the  fact  does  not  obviate  the  offense,  itself,  nor  assure  that  it 
will  not  be  repeated. 

The  protection  of  a  free  press  is  of  as  much  concern  to  the  College  Admin- 
istration as  it  is  to  any  individual  or  any  editor.   But  I  must  point  out  that 
the  Flat  Hat  is  a  Col lege-. supported  publication  and  that,  in  addition  to  an 
editor,  it  has  a  publisher,  the  President  of  William  and  Mary,  acting  for  the 
College.  As  such,  I  have  certain  obligations,  legal  and  otherwise,  to  the  read- 
ership in  assuring  an  adherence  to  the  generally  accepted  standards  of  good 
journalism. 

In  view  of  the  trend  in  recent  court  cases  involving  matters  of  this  nature, 
it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  for  a  college  administration  to  continue  to 
exercise  its  responsibilities  as  publisher  unless  it  has  the  recognized  and 
accepted  right  of  supervision  as  would  eliminate  abuse  and  violation  of  the 
canons  of  respectable  journalism,  especially  in  the  area  of  good  taste.  With 
this  fact  in  mind.,  I  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  consider  and  propose  a  plan  of 
implementation  as  would  assure  the  Administration  the  aforementioned  supervision, 
and  also  to  consider  the  alternative  possibility  of  the  College  newspaper  being 
accorded  independent  status  whereby  it  would  receive  its  support  from  other  than 
College-associated  revenue.  The  latter  alternative  would,  of  course,  remove  the 
College  as  "publisher"  and  impose  total  responsibility- -economic  and  editorial-- 
on  the  staff  of  the  publication.

He  was  Fulbright  Professor 
of  American  History  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  School  of  International  Relations  at 
Bologna,  Italy,  1965-66.

PAYROLL  SAVINGS  PLAN 

Governor  Holton  has  scheduled  May  3-28  for  an  effort  among  state  employee; 
and  faculties  to  increase  participation  in  the  Payroll  Savings  Plan  for  the 
purchase  of  United  States  Savings  Bonds.   P.  T.  English,  Jr.,  Vice  President 
for  Business  Affairs,  has  been  appointed  director  of  the  campaign  for  William 
and  Mary  personnel. 

Last  fall,  when  a  similar  campaign  was  carried  on,  more  than  14,000  state 
employees  joined  the  plan  for  the  first  time  or  increased  their  participation. 
At  William  and  Mary,  108  employees  were  added  to  the  plan,  compared  with  12 
who  took  part  previously.   Before  last  year's  effort,  Virginia  employees 
ranked  49th  in  the  nation  in  percent  of  participation;  currently,  Virginia 
ranks  fourth. 

The  Governor  said  the  State  Treasury  is  now  prepared  to  issue  new  bonds 
almost  immediately.   Last  year,  the  sudden  flood  of  new  purchases  seriously 
delayed  issuance  of  the  bonds.

Located  on  the  North  River  and  one  of  Tidewater's 
oldest  houses,  it  is  distinguished  by  its  brick  gabled  ends,  fine  old  trees  and 
placidity  of  scene. 

Of  interest  to  visitors  is  15th  Century  Chinese  furniture  made  from  Huang 
hua  li,  a  type  of  rosewood  that  has  been  extinct  for  more  than  200  years.  /I so, 
Prof.  Gleysteen  has  a  nationally  noted  collection  of  hand-carved  wood  decoys  most 
of  them  early  twentieth  century  and  many  from  the  Maryland-Virginia  area.

The  Political  Science  Forum  will  sponsor  a  public  address  Wednesday  by  H.E. 
:r.  H.  M.  A.  Zakaria,  Permanent  Representative  from  Malaysia  to  the  United  Nations 
and  the  Malaysian  High  Commissioner  in  Ottawa,  Canada. 

Ambassador  Zakaria  will  speak  on  "Malaysia's  View  on  the  Security  of  S.  E. 
Asia,"  at  8  p.m.  in  the  Botetourt  Theatre  of  Swem  Library. 

He  began  his  diplomatic  career  in  1957  just  after  Malaysia  became  independent, 
in  the  Malaysian  High  Commission  in  London,  first  as  Second  Secretary  and  later  as 
Information  Officer.   In  1959  he  was  posted  to  the  Permanent  Mission  of  Malaysia 
to  the  United  Nations  where  he  served  until  August  1965,  as  First  Secretary  and 
later  as  Counsellor.  He  attended  all  the  General  Assembly  sessions  in  the  senior 
official  capacity  and  became  Adviser  to  the  Malaysian  Permanent  Representative 
when  Malaysia  was  one  of  the  members  of  the  Security  Council  in  1965. 

He  returned  to  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  Malaysia  for  two  years  and 
was  posted  to  the  Malaysian  High  Commission  in  London  before  being  appointed  to 
his  present  post  in  Canada.

He  is  also  editor  of  the  important  scholarly  periodical  "Greek,  Roman  and  Byzan- 
tine Studies."

THEATPE  PFEPAEES  "THE  RAINBOW  SIGN" 

The  preparation  of  an  original  playscript  for  its  premiere  production  is  a 
fascinating  but  complicated  process. 

That's  one  of  the  discoveries  of  the  actors  in  the  forthcoming  William  and 
Mary  Theatre  production  of  Louis  E.  Catron's  new  play,  "The  Rainbow  Sign,"  which 
will  be  premiered  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Memorial  Hall  at  8:15  p.m.  Wednesday  through 
Saturday,  April  28  --  May  1. 

Howard  Scammon,  chairman  of  the  college's  Department  of  Theatre  and  Speech, 
and  director  of  "The  Rainbow  Sign,''  explained  the  two  parts  of  the  process  of 
presenting  a  new  play. 

"There's  always  a  fascination  in  presenting  a  new  play,"  he  said.  "The 
actors  are  creating  roles  knowing  they  are  the  first  to  bring  the  playwright's 
images  to  life.  No  one  has  ever  shown  the  way  before.  And  all  of  us  --  the  actor, 
the  designer,  the  costumer,  the  director  --  are  working  with  material  so  fresh  and 
new  that  we  must  become  the  experts  for  this  play,  not  influenced  by  memories  of 
other  productions  of  it. 

The  complicated  part  of  the  process  involves  the  playwright's  revision. 
Prof.  Scammon  is  used  to  Dr.  Catron's  work  with  revisions;  both  are  on  the  staff 
of  the  Theatre  and  Scammon  directed  the  premiere  production  of  Catron's  "Centaur, 
Centaur!"  a  few  years  ago.   But  the  "Rainbow  Sign"  actors  did  not  appear  in  that 
production  so  some  of  the  playwright ' s  habits  of  revision  came  as  a  surprise. 

As  part  of  the   production  of  the  play  The  Theatre  will  hold  a  "post  dramr.trr" 
at  4  p.m.  Sunday,  May  2,  to  discuss  the  script  and  its  presentation.  The  "port 
dramatem"  is  open  to  the  public  and  The  Theatre  hopes  many  of  its  patrons  will 
attend.

The  Committee  on  International  Exchange  of  Persons  is  now  accepting  applica- 
tions for  senior  Fulbright-l'.ays  awards  for  university  lecturing  and  advanced 
research  during  1972-73  in  over  75  countries.   The  booklet  on  the  program  for  this 
period  lists  approximately  25%  more  awards  than  the  booklet  for  1971-72.   It  is 
available  on  request  to  the  Committee,  (2101  Constitution  Avenue,  Washington,  D.C. 
20418)  or  may  be  consulted  at  the  office  of  the  Faculty  Fulbright  Adviser,  Gary 
A.  Smith,  ext.  424. 

Application  requirements  include:  U.S.  citizenship;  for  lectureships,  college 
or  university  teaching  experience;  for  research  awards,  a  doctorate  or,  in  some 
fields,  recognized  professional  standing  as  demonstrated  by  faculty  rank,  publi- 
cations, compositions,  exhibition  record,  etc. 

July  1,  is  the  deadline  for  applying  for  research  awards,  and  it  is  the 
suggested  date  for  filing  for  lectureships. 

Senior  Fulbright-I'ays  awards  generally  consist  of  a  maintenance  allowance  in 
local  currency  to  cover  normal  living  costs  of  the  grantee  and  family  while  in 
residence  abroad,  and  round-trip  travel  for  the  grantee  (transportation  is  not 
provided  for  dependents).   For  lecturers  going  to  most  non-European  countries,  the 
award  includes  a  dollar  supplement,  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds,  or 
carries  a  stipend  in  dollars  and  foreign  currency,  the  amount  depending  on  the 
assignment,  the  lecturer's  qualifications,  salary,  and  other  factors.

Kathy  Shirley,  a  senior  from  Overland  Park,  Kans.,  won  the  judges'  vote  for 
one  of  the  outstanding  debaters  of  the  year.  She  was  awarded  the  Kevin  Baker 
Memorial  Award  for  the  Outstanding  Virginia  Debater  along  with  a  debater  from  the 
University  of  Virginia. 

The  Longwood  tournament  ends  the  1970-71  debate  season  on  a  high  note  for 
William  and  Mary.

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  Tax  Executives  Institute  and  the  Marshall-

LAW  SCHOOL  LEGISLATIVE  STUDIES

Three  legislative  research  studies  of  the  Marshall-  ythe  School  of  Law  have 
attracted  interest  in  state  and  national  circles  this  spring.  The  first,  a  model 
post-conviction  statute  for  Virginia,  is  being  distributed  to  all  50  states  by  the 
Federal  Judicial  Center  as  an  example  of  how  to  adapt  to  the  needs  of  an  individual 
state  the  general  study  of  post-conviction  procedures  in  all  50  states  prepared  for 
the  Center  by  the  William  and  Mary  Law  Review  last  year.  A  second  study,  comparing 
water  and  solid  waste  pollution  control  laws  in  Virginia  and  other  states,  is  being 
done  for  the  state  Division  of  Community  Resources  and  Planning.  The  third  study 
is  a  pilot  project  comparing  the  American  Bar  Association  Standards  for  Administra- 
tion of  Criminal  Justice  with  the   present  statutes  and  rules  of  court  in  Virginia.

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COMMUNITY  SURVEY  SAMPLES  PRIORITIES 

An  effort  to  find  out  what  residents  on  the  Peninsula  feel  are  their  most 
crucial  problems,  has  been  undertaken  by  the  College's  School  of  Business  Admin- 
istration and  personnel  from  the  Psychology  Department,  to  define  problem  priori- 
ties among  those  who  live  in  the  region. 

According  to  Dr.  George  D.  Cole,  director  of  conferences  for  the  School  of 
Business  Administration,  the  study  is  the  second  phase  of  a  program  financed  in 
part  by  a  federal  grant  under  Title  I  of  the  Higher  Education  Act  of  1965. 

A  series  of  conferences  and  seminars  were  held  last  year  to  provide  some  pre- 
liminary inquiry  into  the  subject,  Dr.  Cole  said.  "It  was  in  the  course  of  these 
that  we  found  a  surprising  variety  of  views  on  what  people  consider  important  and 
of  high  priority  among  the  many  problems  faced  in  the  Peninsula  community  today. 
Hence  the  present  study  was  initiated  to  see  what  we  could  find  out. 

"The  program  has  generated  the  development  of  a  new  graduate  course  titled 
Business  and  the  Urban  Environment,  with  students  playing  a  major  role  in  the 
present  round  of  interviews  and  compiling  of  data.  Two  preliminary  sets  of  inter- 
veiws  were  conducted  during  the  fall  and  winter.  The  present  round  is  a  fairly 
comprehensive  sample  of  the  whole  community,"  he  said. 

Dr.  Kelly  Shaver,  is  assisting  the  project  in  the  design  of  research  instru- 
ments and  compilation  of  data.  Upperclassmen  in  the  School  of  Business  Adminis- 
tration are  also  assisting  in  the  interview  process. 

A  conference  is  planned  in  June  to  which  community  leaders  and  ether  inter- 
ested persons  will  be  invited,  at  which  time  results  of  the  study  will  be  pre- 
sented, and  an  opportunity  provided  for  discussion  of  implications.

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  Tax  Executives  Institute  conducted  a 
seminar  for  junior  corporation  executives  in  tax  mamagement  problems  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Marshall-Wythe  School  of  Law.

PRESIDENT  GRAVES  MEETS 
WITH  GOVERNOR,  ADVISORY  BOARD 

President  Thomas  A.  Graves,  Jr.,  appeared  before  Governor  Linwood  Holton 
and  his  Budget  Advisory  Committee  this  week  to  present  William  and  Mary's 
budget  request  of  $22,514,000  for  the  1972-74  biennium  for  maintenance  and 
operational  needs. 

The  request  represents  an  increase  of  11  percent  over  the  $2,379,000  re- 
quested two  years  ago.   Actual  appropriation  to  the  College  for  the  1970-72 
biennium  was  $13,478,000. 

Instruction  and  personnel  costs  President  Graves  told  the  committee, 
constitute  the  bulk  of  the  College's  operating  costs. 

"Our  budget,  in  keeping  with  the  advice  from  the  Division  of  the  Budget, 
projects  faculty  salaries  in  line  with  the  national  averages  of  our  assigned 
peer  group.   Although  salary  standards  approved  by  the  Governor  heretofore 
have  been  equated  with  national  averages,  the  College  of  William  and  Mary  has 
not,  due  to  budget  limitations,  been  able  to  reach  the  level  assigned  to  it. 
To  be  more  specific,  the  standard  for  1972-73  calls  for  an  average  of  $15,600, 
and  for  1973-74  an  average  of  $16,000,  whereas  our  current  average  (calculated 
before  the  salary  freeze)  is  only  $13,517.   Our  goal  for  1972-74  is  to  reach 
the  salary  standards  already  approved  and  assigned. 

"To  provide  an  adequate  instructional  staff  for  our  increased  enrollment 
and  to  make  up  for  past  shortcomings,  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  38  additional 
instructional  and  research  faculty  during  the  coming  biennium.  Even  with 
these  additions,  our  faculty- student  ratio  will  fall  within  the  mathematical 
limitations  of  the  formula  recommended  by  the  State  Council  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion and  the  Division  of  the  Budget.   In  one  category,  the  School  of  Law,  the 
number  of  students  per  faculty  member  will  be  far  in  excess  of  the  norm. 

"The  costs  of  upgrading  the  faculty  salaries  and  adding  the  required 
personnel  are  responsible  for  approximately  3  million  dollars  of  our  budget." 

President  Graves  also  included  requests  for  17  additional  custodial 
workers  and  three  additional  campus  police.  "Substantial  sums,"  he  said,  were 
included  for  continued  improvement  of  library  resources  and  student  aid. 


Budget  Requests  cont. 

Turning  to  the  Virginia  Associated  Research  Campus  programs  and  the  Space 
Radiation  Effects  Laboratory,  President  Graves  said  programs  at  SREL  would 
continue  to  be  concentrated  in  the  areas  of  radiation  biology,  nuclear  physics, 
nuclear  chemistry  and  the  effects  of  radiation  on  materials  and  instruments. 

"NASA,  which  has  funded  SREL  at  approximately  $1.2  million  a  year,  has  re- 
duced its  support  to  $790,000  for  the  current  fiscal  year  .  .  .  The  reduction 
in  NASA  support  accounted  for  the  increase  in  our  request  to  you  for  state 
support  in  1972-74." 

In  summing  up,  President  Graves  expressed  some  of  the  same  feelings  that  he 
had  conveyed  in  his  address  to  the  college  community  at  Opening  Exercises. 

"We  feel  that  William  and  Mary  occupies  a  unique  position  in  the  state  system 
of  higher  education  and  that  our  role  is  to  continue  to  provide  a  high  quality 
program  in  the  undergraduate  field  and  a  limited  graduate  offering  in  areas 
where  we  are  particularly  qualified.  This  basically  is  the  present  character 
of  the  College  and  we  should  like  to  see  it  maintained,  to  serve  the  needs  of 
students  throughout  Virginia  desiring  and  needing  this  type  of  education.   Con- 
sequently, we  do  not  forecast  a  sharp  rise  in  enrollment,  but  rather  a  very 
modest  growth,  with  little  increase  at  the  undergraduate  level,  and  limited 
expansion  in  the  graduate  fields  already  authorized.  William  and  Mary  now  offers, 
in  addition  to  38  undergraduate  major  fields,  16  masters  programs  and  4  doctoral 
programs.  There  is  the  prospect  of  2  additional  doctoral  programs  in  psychology 
and  biology,  being  inaugurated  in  the  1972-74  biennium,  both  having  been  already 
approved  by  the  State  Council  of  Higher  Education." 

COPE  VJPECTOP  TO  SPEAK  WEVNESVAV 

Roy  Innis,  National  Director  of  the  Congress  of  Racial  Equality  (CORE) 
will  speak  Wednesday,  September  29,  as  part  of  the  current  College-Wide  Reading 
Program. 

Innis  will  discuss  his  ideas  of  racial  separation  at  a  public  lecture 
in  the  Campus  Center  Ballroom,  at  8  p.m. 

Innis  joined  CORE  in  1963.   He  was  described  as  "an  out-spoken  neo-national- 
ist"  within  an  interracial  group  dedicated  to  fighting  for  integration,  and  most 
of  the  membership  considered  him  an  extremist.  He  was  elected  chairman  of  the 
Harlem  CORE'S  education  committee  in  1964.  Under  his  direction,  the  committee 
worked  for  an  independent  board  of  education  for  Harlem,  in  one  of  the  landmark 
campaigns  in  the  black-power  movement.  He  was  named  associate  director  of 
CORE  in  December,  1967,  and  national  director  in  1968.

The  School  of  Business  Administration  has  learned  from  the  Virginia 
Society  of  Certified  Public  Accountants,  that  two  accounting  majors  in  the 
class  of  '71  have  received  high  honors  for  their  performance  on  the  CPA 
examination  last  May.

Among  the 
other  recipients  this  year  were  Jean  Dieudonne,  of  the  University  of  Nice, 
France,  currently  Visiting  Professor  at  the  University  of  Maryland,  and 
Paul  R.  Halmos  of  Indiana  University.

Under  the  new  system,  the  Faculty  may  purchase  Season  Tickets  at  $7.00 
for  The  William  and  Mary  Theatre's  own  four  productions,  or  $12.00  for  those 
four  plays  plus  the  two  visiting  professional  shows.  They  now  may  attend 
productions  any  night  they  wish,  another  change  resulting  from  the  new  policy.

Prof.  Carl  Dolmetsch  travelled  3,000  miles  by  automobile  in  the  Federal  Re- 
public of  Germany  this  summer  (June-July)  to  deliver  guest  lectures  in  American 
literature  at  sixteen  West  German  universities  and  teachers'  Seminars.  His  lec- 
ture audience  at  the  University  of  Heidelberg  included  Prof.  Walter  Zimmermann, 
of  our  Dept.  of  Modern  Languages.   After  his  lecture  tour  he  gave  six  lectures 
and  lead  a  workshop  at  the  annual  Falkenstein  Seminar  in  American  Studies,  at 
Falkenstein/Taunus  (near  Frankfurt,  W.  Germany). 

Prof.  Dolmetsch' s  essay,  entitled  "'Camp'  and  Black  Humor  in  Recent  American 
Fiction,"  appears  in  a  collection,  Amerikanische  Literatur  im  20.  Jahrhundert, 
which  was  published  in  Goettingen  (Germany)  this  summer  by  Vandenhoeck  § 
Ruprecht  in  paperback.  The  collection  will  be  published  in  translation  in  this 
country  later  this  season  by  Holt,  Rinehart  §  Winston. 

Prof  Dolmetsch's  article,  "William  Byrd  II:  Comic  Dramatist?",  appears  in  the 
current  issue  of  Early  American  Literature.  The  article  concerns  the  evidence 
of  Byrd's  probable  collaboration  in  the  authorship  of  one  or  more  plays  produced 
in  London  in  the  early  eighteenth  century. 
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Government 

Roger  IV.  Smith,  assistant  professor  of  Government,  was  invited  to  present  his 
paper  on  "Redemption  and  Polities''  at  the  Duke  Consultation  on  Theology  and  Poli- 
tical Theory,  held  at  Duke  University,  Aug.  13-15,  1971.  The  discussion  group 
plans  to  meet  annually  at  Duke  University.  Participants  represent  the  fields  of 
religion,  political  science,  philosophy,  and  social  science  and  come  from  various 
universities  in  the  Southeast.  The  next  meeting  of  the  Consultation  is  scheduled 
for  January  1972.  The  theme  to  be  discussed  at  that  time  is  "The  Nature  and 
Functions  of  Law." 

Mathematics 

Dr.  William  G.  Poole,  Jr.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Mathematics,  presented  a 
talk  to  the  Peninsula  Chapter  of  the  Association  for  Computing  Machinery  in  May. 
His  topic  was  "The  Nature  of  Random  Numbers". 

Dr.  Poole  also  presented  a  paper  at  the  national  meeting  of  the  Society  for 
Industrial  and  Applied  Mathematics  in  Seattle,  Washington  in  June.  The  title  of 
his  paper  was  "A  Geometric  Convergence  Theory  for  the  QR,  Rayleigh  Quotient,  and 
Power  Iterations". 

Dr.  Poole  also  attended  the  "Symposium  on  Sparse  Matrices  and  Their  Applica- 
tions" at  the  IBM  Watson  Research  Center  in  Yorktown  Heights,  New  York  September 
9  and  10. 

Music 

Robin  Roark,  tenor  and  lecturer  in  voice  earned  critical  acclaim  during  the 
past  summer  of  study  and  concertizing  in  Germany  and  Austria.   Returning  from  a 
nine-week  intensive  period  of  work  under  such  musical  luminaries  as  Jennie  Tourel , 
Eugene  Conley,  and  Ramon  Walter,  Roark' s  success  as  a  performer  in  the  European 
concert  halls  was  born  out  by  reviewers'  praise.   Said  the  GRAZ,  (Austria)  KLEINE 
ZEITUNG:  "Robin  Roark  created  the  role  of  Max  in  Weber's  Per  Freischutz  with  a 
powerful  heldentenor  voice."  Of  his  performance  of  Schubert's  cycle  Die  sen one 
Mullerin,  the  GRAZ  TAGESPOST  said,  "Robin  Roark  from  Virginia—a  beautiful  and 
very  gifted  voice  possessing  outstanding  song  culture." 

Prior  to  his  work  in  Europe,  Roark  studied  voice  with  Richard  Farley,  William 
Vennard,  and  Gwendolyn  Koldofsky.   He  studied  opera  with  Walter  Ducloux,  Hans 
Beer,  and  Karl  Laufkotter,  and  holds  the  MM  in  voice  from  University  of  Southern 
California.  Other  schools  attended  are  East  Tennessee  State  University,  Oklahoma 
Baptist  University  (BM) ,  and  North  Texas  State  University.   Roark  is  known  to 
many  local  music-lovers  for  his  singing  in  numerous  operas  and  concerts,  having 
been  the  leading  tenor  for  many  area  music  organizations  during  the  past  ten 
years. 

Other  members  of  the  department  were  also  busy  this  summer.   Stephen  Paledes 
was  music  director  for  The  Common  Glory;  Charles  R.  Varner  was  director  of  the 
Summer  Band  School;  and  F.  Donald  Truesdell,  chairman  of  the  department,  was  co- 
ordinator for  the  summer  Piano  Teachers  Workshop. 

Dr.  Truesdell  attended  a  week-long  international  piano  festival  and  competi- 
tion sponsored  by  the  American  Matthay  Association  at  the  University  of  Maryland, 
August  1-7.  He  also  attended  several  Chapter  meetings  of  the  Virginia  Music  Tea- 
chers Association  for  which  he  is  currently  serving  as  president.

Mathematics  System  for  elementary  students,  Oct.  21  at  a  meeting  of  the  PTA  of 
the  West  Point  Elementary  school. 

Four  college  students  are  serving  as  teachers'  aides  in  the  West  Point  schools 
this  year,  working  with  the  IMS  program. 

This  summer  the  collegians  completed  a  four-day  workshop  in  the  mathematics 
program,  held  at  the  College  directed  by  Dr.  Flanagan.  The  workshop  was  sponsor- 
ed by  the  Regional  Education  Laboratory  for  the  Carolinas  and  Virginia,  in  Durhs 
with  funds  provided  by  the  National  Science  Foundation.

Students  working  in  West  Point  are  Deborah  Manners,  Ringoes,  N.J.;  Meredith 
Marsh,  Williamsburg;  Robin  Owens,  South  Boston,  Va. ;  and  Brenda  Jackson,  Ports- 
mouth, Va. 

Two  teachers  from  West  Point,  Mrs.  Catherine  Richardson  and  Mrs.  Barbara 
Shack leford,  also  attended  the  summer  workshop  along  with  principals  and  super- 
visors from  school  divisions  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  Wisconsin  and  Maryland. 

The  Individualized  Mathematics  System,  which  has  been  field  tested  over  the 
past  three  years,  is  a  program  for  classroom  use  to  enable  children  to  learn 
mathematics  at  their  own  rate  rather  than  at  a  single  group  rate. 

Because  the  IMS  program  enables  children  to  work  alone  in  the  classroom,  the 
teacher's  role  is  somewhat  different  than  it  is  in  the  traditional  classroom. 
With  the  IMS  program  the  teacher  directs  a  number  of  learning  activities  and 
assists  each  child  at  whatever  level  he  may  be  working. 

Marshall-Wythe  School  of  Law 

Professor  Thomas  H.  Jolls  has  been  appointed  to  a  special  eight -man  committee 
of  the  American  Bar  Association  to  study  the  legal  steps  involved  in  the  phasing 
out  of  the  stock  certificate  in  securities  transactions.  A  former  officer  in  a 
Chicago  banking  firm,  Professor  Jolls  has  written  and  lectured  before  profession- 
al groups  on  the  subject  of  eliminating  stock  certificates.  He  is  the  only  law 
professor  on  the  committee,  whose  other  members  are  partners  in  leading  law  firms 
in  Cleveland,  Houston,  New  York  and  Philadelphia. 

On  November  3  Professor  Jolls  will  discuss  the  stock  certificate  in  the 
annual  conference  of  the  National  Investor  Relations  Institute  in  Washington. 

Professor  William  F.  Swindler  has  signed  a  contract  with  Oceana  Publications, 
Inc.  to  edit  and  annotate  a  ten-volume  collection  of  state  constitutional  docu- 
ments under  the  series  title,  Sources  and  Documents  of  U.  S.  Constitutions.   Each 
volume  will  contain  the  basic  materials  on  the  constitutional  documents  in  the 
history  of  five  states,  from  colonial  or  territorial  status  to  the  date  of  the 
current  state  constitution.   The  volume  will  be  cross-referenced  into  the  collec- 
tion of  current  state  constitutions  edited  by  the  Legislative  Drafting  Research 
Fund  of  Columbia  University.  The  series  will  culminate  a  fifteen-year  program 
of  data  collection  and  analysis  by  Dr.  Swindler  on  the  development  of  federal 
and  state  constitutional  law  in  the  United  States.

TITLE  I  OP  THE  HIGHER  EVUCATION  ACT  OP  1965 

Eligible  institutions  of  higher  education  in  Virginia  are  invited  to  submit 
preliminary  proposals  for  Community  Service  and  Continuing  Education  projects 
which  interested  institutions  wish  to  present  in  request  of  Federal  funds  allocat- 
ed to  Virginia  in  FY  1972  under  Title  I,  Higher  Education  Act  of  1965.   We  have 
been  advised  that  the  Federal  allocation  to  Virginia  for  FY  1972  is  $194,741.   In 
the  absence  of  State  matching  appropriations  for  the  current  biennium,  participat- 
ing institutions  must  provide  full  matching  funds  of  not  less  than  one- third  the 
total  cost  of  projects  supported  with  Title  I,  HEA  Federal  funds. 

The  State  program  emphasis  is  to  be  centered  on  three  major  concerns.   Indiv- 
idual projects  should  be  specifically  addressed  to  one  or  more  of  these  priority 
areas.

In  addition,  the  1972  Annual  Amendment  establishes  a  fourth  prior- 
ity area--"Special  Concerns  and  Renewal  Support"--which  permits  Title  I,  HEA 
support  of  projects  which  do  not  necessarily  meet  the  criteria  of  one  of  the  other 
priorities.

Professor  Bethe  received  his  Ph.D.  at  the  University  of  Munich.  He  then 
held  appointments  at  Frankfurt,  Stuttgart,  Munich,  and  Tubingen  in  Germany,  and 
at  Manchester  and  Bristol  in  England.  He  came  to  Cornell  University  in  1935. 

His  research  has  ranged  over  many  fields,  but  his  best-known  contributions 
are  in  the  areas  of  nuclear  and  particle  theory,  and  in  the  applications  of  nuclear 
physics  to  the  study  of  stars. 

He  received  the  1967  Nobel  Prize  in  Physics  for  discoveries  regarding  the 
energy  production  of  stars.  Other  awards  include  the  Morrison  Prize  of  the  New 
York  Academy  of  Science  (1938,  1940),  the  Presidential  Medal  of  Merit  (1946), 
the  Henry  Draper  Medal  of  the  National  Academy  of  Science  (1948),  the  Max  Planck 
Medal  (1955) ,  and  the  Enrico  Fermi  Award  (1961) .  He  is  a  Foreign  Member  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  London,  and  a  past  president  of  the  American  Physical  Society. 

Professor  Bethe  has  also  been  very  active  in  considerations  of  the  effect 
of  scientific  questions  on  national  policy.  He  was  Head  of  the  Presidential 
Study  of  Disarmament  (1958),  Member  of  the  President's  Scientific  Advisory 
Committee  (1956-64),  and  has  frequently  given  testimony  before  congressional 
committees.

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REPORT  ON  HOSPITALIZATION  INSURANCE  ALTERNATIVES 

Future  prospects  for  faculty  and  staff  group  hospitalization  insurance  seem 
slightly  brighter  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  Governor's  recommended 
budget  includes  a  provision  for  having  the  State  pay  part  of  the  cost  of  the 
employee's  hospitalization  insurance.  This  has  been  proposed  before  and  defeated 
by  the  Legislature  but  times  are  changing.  There  is  also  now  a  movement  underway 
among  several  colleges  to  seek  a  common  alternative  group  plan  for  college  faculty 
and  staff.  This  is  much  more  feasible  at  the  state  than  at  the  local  level.  The 
insurance  committee  of  the  local  AAUP  chapter  is  optimistic  that  one  or  the  other 
of  these  improvements  will  be  in  effect  by  next  Fall.  The  committee  will  be  seek- 
ing some  statistical  data  in  connection  with  the  latter  project  and  would  appreci- 
ate everyone's  cooperation.

NCERD  CONTINUES  UNSOLICITED  BASIC  RESEARCH  PROGRAM 

The  National  Center  for  Educational  Research  and  Development  (NCERD)  announces 
the  continuation  of  its  Unsolicited  Basic  Research  Program  throuth  Fiscal  Year 
1972.  Scientists  from  all  areas  of  inquiry  are  eligible  to  submit  proposals  for 
basic  research  which  has  a  strong  theoretical  orientation  and  shows  promise  of 
adding  to  the  knowledge  base  upon  which  the  continuous  improvement  of  education 
depends.   In  addition,  support  will  be  provided  for  basic  research  which  seeks  to 
produce  new  concepts  and  tools  for  both  the  conduct  and  management  of  research. 

Studies  of  an  applied  (solution-oriented)  nature  are  NOT  eligible  for  support 
in  this  program. 

There  is  no  priority  structure  in  this  program;  no  single  area  of  research 
is  identified  for  special  consideration. 

Evaluation:  Proposals  will  be  evaluated  by  three  panels,  whose  members  are 
active  scientists  selected  for  their  expertise  in  research  methodology  and  their 
productivity  in  a  substantive  area.  The  panels  are: 

1.  Social  Psychology  and  Personality  -  Studies  of  man  in  all  of  his  re- 
lationships with  other  men.  The  unit  of  inquiry  is  the  individual  human 
being. 

2.  Intelligence,  Learning  and  Cognitive  Functioning  -  Studies  which  attempt 
to  "explain  the  psychological,  biological,  and  physiological  processes 
which  govern  human  learning  and  behavior. 

3.  The  Social  Sciences  -  Studies  of  groups,  collectivities,  organizations, 
s  and  more  complex  structures;  their  interrelations;  their  processes  for 

exercising  social,  political,  economic,  cultural,  and  related  influences; 
their  bearing  upon  education  broadly  conceived. 

Deadlines:  August  14  and  December  11,  1971,  are  the  postmark  deadlines  for 
submitting  research  proposals.  Exceptions  cannot  be  made.  These  deadlines  apply  to 
only  the  submission  of  basic  research  proposals.

NSF  ISSUES  GUIDELINES,  FORMS  FOR  NATIONAL  NEEDS  RESEARCH  AWARDS 

The  National  Science  Foundation  has  issued  revised  guidelines  and  new 
application  forms  for  its  program  of  Research  Applied  to  National  Needs  (RANN) . 
No  specific  proposal  guideline  has  been  set  for  the  program,  but  the  agency 
cautions  that  processing  of  applications  will  take  approximately  six  months. 
Activities  supported  by  RANN  "will  seek  to  increase  understanding  of  social  and 
environmental  problems  and  their  underlying  causes,  and  to  identify  opportunities 
and  means  for  applying  advanced  technology  for  the  benefit  of  society." 

NSF  further  notes  that  the  key  factor  governing  eligibility  for  support  under 
RANN,  in  addition  to  scientific  merit,  "is  the  potential  national  impact  of  the 
anticipated  results  and  their  relevance  tc  a  particular  national  need." 

Four  major  program  elements  for  RANN  have  been  established:   (a)  Environ- 
mental Systems  and  Resources  will  include  initial  emphasis  on  regional  environ- 
mental systems,  biome  analysis  application,  environmental  aspects  of  trace  con- 
taminants, and  weather  modification;  (b)  Social  Systems  and  Human  Resources  will 
give  priority  to  municipal  systems,  operations  and  services,  social  data  and 
community  structure,  social  indicators  applications,  criminal  justice  systems, 
and  evaluation  methodologies  for  social  programs;  (c)  Advanced  Technology  Appli- 
cations has  identified  initial  problem  areas  as  energy  resources  research  and 
analysis,  urban  technology,  excavation  technology,  earthquake  engineering,  fire 
research,  enzyme  technology,  and  applied  nuclear  technology;  and  (d)  Exploratory 
Research  and  Problem  Assessment  has  stated  it  will  support  efforts  to  define  and 
analyze  problem  areas  and  promising  research  strategies,  assemble  and  synthesize 
relevant  existing  knowledge  underlying  such  problem  areas,  and  initiate  research 
efforts  in  a  wide  range  of  emerging  problem  areas  for  possible  later  concentrated 
research.  NSF  is  encouraging  preliminary  proposal  for  proposed  research  efforts.

Shirley  Chisholm,  of  New  York,  first  black  woman  ever  elected  to  the  United 
States  House  of  Representatives,  will  speak  in  Blow  gymnasium,  tonight  at  8  p.m., 
under  the  joint  sponsorship  of  the  College-Wide  Reading  Program  and  the  Black 
Students  Organization. 

Mrs.  Chisholm  has  taken  as  her  topic,  "The  Social  Revolution  in  America." 

Because  of  a  heavy  schedule  of  business  before  the  House,  Mrs.  Chisholm  will 
not  arrive  in  Williamsburg  until  shortly  before  she  is  scheduled  to  speak.  She  will 
leave  by  plane  for  Washington  early  Friday  morning.

One  of  the  speakers  will  be  James  Forest,  a  young  war  resist er  and  one  of  the 
Milwaukee  14.   Forest  is  the  founder  and  co-chairman  of  the  Catholic  Peace  Fellow- 
ship, was  managing  editor  of  The  Catholic  Worker,  and  has  written  for  Commonweal 
and  The  National  Catholic  Reporter.  He  is  presently  a  member  of  Emmaus  House  in 
East  Harlem,  a  Christian  center  for  rron-violent  alternatives.   A  number  of  his  writ-! 
ings  on  the  Berrigans  have  been  published  in  books  and  magazines. 

The  other  speaker  will  be  James  Childress,  associate  professor  of  social 
ethics  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  Dr.  Childress  has  written  widely  on  religion 
and  contemporary  moral  issues.  His  book,  "Civil  Disobedience  and  Political  Obliga- 
tion," was  recently  published  by  Yale  University  Press. 

The  presentations  by  Forest  and  Childress  will  be  followed  by  discussion 
between  the  speakers,  college  faculty  and  students.  Audience  participation  will  be 
invited  during  the  discussion  period.

Whales  WHALES  Ifhales 

"Whales:  Old  and  New,"  will  be  the  topic  of  a  talk  Tuesday  night,  by  Dr. 
Frank  C.  Whitmore,  Jr.,  of  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey. 

Dr.  Whitmore  will  speak  at  8  p.m.  in  room  300  of  Rogers  Hall.  He  will  trace 
the  evolution  of  whales  through  the  ages  and  will  spend  some  time  on  the  plight  of 
the  whale  today  as  an  endangered  species. 

V/hile  on  campus  Dr.  V/hitmore  will  work  with  students  in  the  reconstruction  of 
a  whale  skeleton  excavated  recently  in  Hampton  by  a  freshman  class  of  geology 
students. 

Students  dug  approximately  100  bones  and  pieces  of  bones,  including  a  six- 
foot  jawbone,  the  skull  which  measures  two  feet  across  and  large  discs  of  varying 
shapes  and  sizes  from  a  borrow  pit  in  Hampton,  adjacent  to  Langley  Air  Force  Base. 

Dr.  Gerald  Johnson  of  the  geology  faculty  has  said  that  evidence  to  date 
indicates  that  the  whale  was  between  30  and  35  feet  long  and  died  on  the  continental 
shelf  10  to  15  million  years  ago. 

Members  of  the  audience  Tuesday  night  will  be  invited  to  view  the  whale 
exhibit  in  the  geology  department  following  IVhitmore's  talk. 

Sunday  Concert 

Roy  Hamlin  Johnson  will  perform  in  the  second  of  two  special  piano  recitals 
sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Music  Dec.  12  at  4  p.m.  at  the  Campus  Center  Ballroom 
playing  works  by  Mozart,  Liszt,  Scriabin  and  Bartok. 

Both  Dr.  Johnson  and  Joseph  Fennimore  who  played  earlier  this  Fall  will  be 
playing  these  programs  in  New  York.

6  and  Bartok 's  Out  of  Doors  suite  follow  and  then  the  fire- 
works of  Liszt  which  include  Benediction  de  Dieu  dans  la  Solitude,  Feux  Follets, 
Berceuse  and  Etude  d' execution  transcendante,  No.  10.

The  Office  od  Environmental  Education  has  announced  December  17,  1971,  as  the 
last  day  for  submitting  proposals  under  the  Environmental  Education  Act,  P.  L.  91  - 
516,  for  fiscal  1972  awards.   Guidelines  for  preparing  proposals  are  unchanged  from 
those  previously  announced. 

HUMANITIES  ENDOWMENT  REPORT  SHOWS  INCREASE  IN  AWARDS  DURING  YEAR 

The  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  awarded  grants  totaling  $14  million 
during  last  fiscal  year,  up  $3.5  million  from  Fiscal  Year  1970,  according  to  a  re- 
port issued  this  week  by  Wallace  B.  Edgerton,  acting  chairman.   650  grants  included 
$3.2  million  in  gifts  ranging  from  $2.50  to  $250,000  from  private  donors  that  were 
matched  with  Federal  funds. 

The  program  is  intended  for  teachers,  writers,  scholars,  and  interpreters  of 
the  humanities.  The  average  award  is  close  to  $18,000.  The  fellowship  program  is 
designed  to  help  humanists  progress  in  their  research  and  further  develop  their 
competence  as  teachers  and  scholars  through  an  extended  period  of  six  to  twelve 
months  of  uninterrupted  study. 

A  total  of  $24.5  million  has  been  appropriated  for  the  current  fiscal  year, 
plus  $3.5  million  for  matching  funds,  more  than  double  the  1971  appropriation. 

NASA  SOLICITS  PROPOSALS  FOR  USING  SPACE  TECHNOLOGY  ON  PUBLIC  PROBLEMS 

Proposals  for  using  space-related  technology  in  solving  air  pollution,  water 
pollution,  solid  waste  management,  and  clinical  medicine  problems  are  being  solicit- 
ed by  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration.  Contracts  of  up  to 
$75,000  each  for  one  year  may  be  awarded. 

Only  technical  suggestions  or  proposals  identified  with  NASA  related  research 
and  development  will  be  considered.  Technology  applications  which  are  not  of  a 
first-time  nature  will  not  get  awards. 

All  proposals  should  be  submitted  by  December  15,  1971. 

RESEARCH  AREAS  SUPPORTED  BY  THE  NATIONAL  INSTITUTES  OF  HEALTH 

The  programs  of  the  following  Institutes  of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health 
may  be  of  interest  to  College  faculty: 

The  National  Cancer  Institute  supports  programs  for  research  on  cancer  cause  and 
prevention,  diagnosis,  and  treatment.  These  activities  include  virtually  every  in- 
vestigative approach  to  the  cancer  problem  in  such  fields  as  biochemistry,  biology, 
radiation  physics,  chemotherapy,  epidemiology,  endocrinology,  immunology,  physiology 
and  clinical  medicine,  surgery,  and  radiotherapy.  Research  progress  has  delineated 
three  areas  of  currently  intensive  study:  viruses  as  a  possible  cause  of  leukemia 
and  other  forms  of  human  cancer,  drug  treatment  of  cancer,  and  cancer-causing 
chemicals  in  the  environment.  The  NCI  supports  a  number  of  Specialized  Research 


SPOHSOREO  PROGRAMS  continuzd 

Centers  which  are  performing  intensive,  highly  specialized  clinical  research  or  lab- 
oratory research  relating  to  cancer  in  man.  These  centers  are  organized  on  a  single 
or  multidiscipline  basis  to  assist  each  other  in  developing  new  methods  of  diagnosis 
and  treatment.  A  cooperative  Clinical  Program  of  the  Institute  encompasses  approxi- 
mately 20  groups  of  investigators  conducting  research  on  all  therapeutic  modalities, 
closely  related  preclinical  projects  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  epidemiology  and  diag- 
nosis.  In  addition,  the  NCI  supports  fundamental  and  clinical  research  training  in 
the  medical  disciplines  that  can  be  applied  to  problems  in  cancer,  (special  emphasis 
has  been  placed  on  training  radiation  therapists  and  radiation  biologists  since 
these  specialists  have  contributed  to  an  increasing  degree  of  improvement  or  cure 
among  patients  with  cancer).  The  NCI  also  supports  a  clinical  cancer  training  pro* 
gram  to  increase  the  quality  of  cancer  instruction  at  one  or  more  professional 
levels. 

The  National  Institute  of  Child  Health  and  Human  Development  provides  funds  for  re- 
search grants  to  qualified  scientists  working  in  areas  related  to  maternal  health, 
child  health,  human  growth  and  development,  maturation  and  the  aging  process;  also 
in  reproductive  biology,  embryogenesis,  perinatal  biology,  and  causes  of  infant  and 
fetal  mortality.  Through  its  Center  for  Population  Research,  special  emphasis  is 
placed  on  population  research,  including  a  program  designed  to  support  several  pop- 
ulation research  centers  in  various  parts  of  the  country.  The  Institute  also  serves 
as  a  focal  point  for  research  on  mental  retardation,  including  support  for  twelve 
Mental  Retardation  Research  Centers  located  throughout  the  country.  The  Institute 
also  supports  training  programs  primarily  to  provide  research  experiences  for  indi- 
viduals wishing  to  pursue  academic  careers  in  the  areas  of  maternal  and  child 
health,  growth  and  development,  maturation  and  the  aging  process,  reproductive  and 
perinatal  biology,  mental  retardation  and  population  problems.  Emphasis  is  placed 
on  training  in  the  social  and  behavioral  sciences  as  well  as  in  the  biomedical 
sciences. 

The  National  Institute  of  Environmental  Health  Sciences  supports  fundamental  re- 
search concerned  with  defining,  quantifying,  and  understanding  the  effects  of  chem- 
ical, biological,  and  physical  factors  upon  biological  systems  in  relation  to  the 
health  and  well-being  of  man.  The  Institute's  program  interests  encompass  the  epi- 
demiology of  environmental  hazards  and  the  development  and  utilization  of  experi- 
mental models  that  duplicate  the  circumstances  of  human  exposure.  Among  factors 
considered  are  the  mode  of  entry  of  noxious  agents;  the  effects  of  concomitant  or 
sequential  exposure  to  multiple  agents;  the  short-  and  long-term  biological,  morpho- 
logical, and  functional  effects  upon  biological  systems;  and  the  condition  of  the 
host.  The  Institute  also  supports  research  training  to  increase  the  number  and 
quality  of  research  scientists  involved  in  fundamental  studies  of  the  effects  of 
environmental  agents  upon  biological  systems  in  relation  to  the  health  and  well- 
being  of  man.  Support  may  be  provided  to  any  area  of  a  wide  spectrum  of  the  physi- 
cal and  biological  sciences  including  biochemistry,  biology,  biometry,  chemistry, 
clinical  medicine,  human  ecology,  engineering,  epidemiology,  pathology,  pharmacology, 
physics,  physiology,  radiobiology,  toxicology,  and  veterinary  science.   In  addition 
to  high-quality  and  intensive  training  in  the  discipline(s)  involved,  programs  re- 
questing support  must  emphasize  both  the  acquisition  of  existing  knowledge  and 
active  research  concerned  with  the  development  of  new  knowledge  about  environmental 
health  problems. 


The  National  Institute  of  General  Medical  Sciences  supports  research  in  the  sciences 
basic  to  medicine,  in  the  behavioral  sciences,  and  in  certain  clinical  disciplines. 
Among  the  major  objectives  are  to  gain  new  knowledge  for  safer  and  more  effective 
use  of  drugs;  to  improve  diagnostic  methods  and  services,  expecially  by  automating 
clinical  laboratory  processes;  to  solve  problems  in  the  therapy  of  trauma;  to  improve 
the  administration  of  anesthesia  and  the  clinical  management  of  pain;  and  to  achieve 
a  greater  understanding  of  genetic  mechanisms,  and  of  the  structure  and  function  of 
cells,  including  their  substructures.  Specific  research  fields  of  interest  to  the 
Institute  are  anesthesiology,  the  behavioral  sciences  in  relation  to  disease,  bio- 
chemistry, biomedical  engineering,  biophysics,  cellular  biology,  clinical  chemistry, 
diagnostic  radiology,  genetics  and  genetic  chemistry,  molecular  biology,  pharmacology 
and  toxicology.  The  Institute  also  supports  research  training  programs  in  basic 
biomedical  sciences,  behavioral  sciences,  and  certain  clinical  disciplines,  specifi- 
cally those  mentioned  above.  These  programs  serve  to  provide  highly  trained  scien- 
tists, who  will  be  able  to  develop  new  biomedical  knowledge,  and  to  translate 
advances  in  basic  research  into  useful  clinical  application.  The  Institute  also 
supports  training  programs  to  increase  the  number  and  the  skills  of  practicing 
anesthesiologists,  and  encourages  training  programs  in  new  and  rapidly  developing 
biomedical  disciplines. 

NIXON  NAMES  STEVER  TO  SUCCEED  MCELROY  AS  DIRECTOR  OF  NSF 


President  Nixon  has  formally  nominated  H.  Guyford  Stever,  president  of 
Carnegie-Mellon  University,  to  succeed  William  D.  McElroy  as  director  of  the 
National  Science  Foundation.  Upon  confirmation  of  his  nomination  by  the  Senate, 
Stever  will  becone  director  of  the  Foundation  February  1,  the  date  McElroy' s 
resignation  from  the  $42,000  post  becomes  effective. 

HOUSE  APPROVES  ITS  CANCER  CURE  PROGRAM 

New  sections  would  be  added  to  the  Public  Health  Service  Act  to  strengthen 
the  National  Cancer  Institute  and  other  National  Institutes  of  Health  in  order  to 
conquer  cancer  under  S.1828,  which  has  passed  the  House. 

The  House  version  of  the  measure  differs  from  the  Senate  proposal,  in  that 
the  Senate  wants  to  yank  the  National  Cancer  Institute  from  NIH  and  make  it  a  separ- 
ate agency,  while  the  House  proposes  to  leave  the  Institute  where  it  is  and  bolster 
its  programs.   Proponents  of  the  House  version  say  that  setting  Cancer  Institute 
research  apart  from  that  of  other  disciplines  might  diminish  the  basic  research 
capabilities  of  the  agency.  The  Senate  passed  its  version  of  the  bill  by  79  to  1 , 
the  House,  by  350  to  5. 

Provisions  of  the  House-passed  measure  would  establish  a  National  Cancer 
Attack  Program  to  plan  and  develop  expanded  and  coordinated  cancer  research,  includ- 
ing the  National  Cancer  Institute  program  and  those  of  other  research  institutes; 
encourage  research  by  industrial  organizations;  disseminate  information  on  the  pre- 
vention and  treatment  of  cancer;  support  research  on  cancer  in  foreign  countries; 
and  support  traineeship  and  fellowship  programs  for  training  personel  in  cancer 
research.

NSF  To  Sponsor  Institute 

The  National  Science  Foundation  has  awarded  the  College  a  grant  of  $52,234 
for  a  Summer  Institute  in  Science  and  Mathematics  for  secondary  school  teachers, 
June  19  to  August  11. 

This  is  the  fourteenth  consecutive  summer  institute  in  this  field  held  at 
the  College  under  NSF  sponsorship.  The  1972  institute  is  the  third  year  of  a 
three-year  sequential  summer  institute  leading  to  a  Master  in  Teaching  of  Science 
degree.   Approximately  35  secondary  school  teachers  will  participate.  Courses 
will  be  offered  in  mathematics  and  chemistry. 

Benjamin  R.  Cato,  Jr.,  associate  professor  of  mathematics,  will  be  institute 
director,  and  Richard  H.  Prosl,  also  of  the  mathematics  faculty,  will  serve  as 
associate  director.   Staff  of  the  institute  will  include  Alfred  R.  Armstrong, 
professor  of  chemistry;  Thomas  L.  Reynolds,  chairman,  department  of  mathematics; 
and  S.  Young  Tyree,  Jr.,  chairman,  department  of  chemistry. 

This  year  the  National  Science  Foundation  will  spend  $13.7  million  in  support 
of  274  summer  institutes  that  will  provide  study  opportunities  for  10,000  high 
school  teachers  throughout  the  country.

Project  PLUS,  the  sophomore  academic  and  residential  program,  suggested  by  the 
Honors  Program  and  endorsed  by  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in  the  spring,  has 
been  approved  by  the  administration  for  establishment  in  the  fall  of  1972.  The 
program  will  involve  84  students,  of  whom  72  are  sophomores,  in  a  living-learning 
experiment  housed  in  one  of  the  new  buildings  which  were  originally  meant  for  the 
sororities. 

A  feature  essential  to  the  success  of  the  experiment  is  a  married  couple 
resident  in  the  building.

Since  the  Project  will 
be  self-governing  as  far  as  social  regulations  are  concerned,  one  of  the  functions 
of  the  individual  employed  will  be  to  help  facilitate  the  establishment  of  the 
proper  channels  for  self-government  by  the  students.   It  would  be  expected  that  the 
person  occupying  this  position  would  have  strong  intellectual  interests  and  would 
hopefully  have  a  college  degree  (or  at  least  academic  progress  close  to  that  of  a 
degree) .

LAW  SCHOOL  CONFERENCES  AT  MIDWAY  POINT 

Three  of  the  six  professional  conferences  sponsored  this  year  by  the 
Marshall -Wythe  School  of  Law  have  now  been  completed.

The  Educational  Incentive  Awards  will  be: 

a.  in  amounts  up  to  $75,000  per  year  to  a  single  institution.  The  total  available 
for  new  grants  in  1972  will  be  approximately  $300,000. 

b.  made  to  degree  granting  four-year  colleges  and  universities  for  use  within  the 
United  States. 

c.  awarded  directly  to  the  institution. 

d.  made  for  projects  of  up  to  two-year  duration.   (Renewal  for  a  second  year  will 
be  subject  to  review  and  evaluation  of  progress  during  the  initial  year.) 

Only  a  single  application  will  be  considered  from  each  institution  except  for  those 
submitted  jointly  with  other  institutions  of  higher  education. 

Applications: 

Applications  are  to  be  made  in  two  stages  consisting  of  a  preliminary 
outline  and  a  final  proposal.  After  an  analysis  of  the  preliminary  outlines, 
a  number  of  institutions  will  be  invited  to  submit  more  complete  final  proposals.

Library  Notes 

In  response  to  several  requests,  clarification  of  the  Swem  Library's  policy  oJ 
lending  books  to  children  of  faculty  members  may  be  helpful.  When  charging  out  a 
book,  any  child  under  18  should  use  a  library  card  issued  in  his  parent's  name.  The 
parent  should  come  to  the  circulation  desk  at  the  library  to  register  for  a  library 
card;  after  the  initial  registration  the  child  nay  use  the  card  without  the  parent 
being  with  him.  Any  faculty  son  or  daughter  who  is  18  or  older  is  eligible  for 
his  own  library  card  since  he  is  considered  a  "local  resident."  Children  of  faculty 
members  are  not  entitled  to  extended  loan  privileges  tut  may  renew  a  book  if 
necessary.  Spouces  of  faculty  members  are  entitled  to  extended  loan  privileges. 
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Library  Notes  continued 

During  the  fall  semester  several  Swem  Library  books  were  charged  to  students, 
who  in  turn  loaned  these  books  to  faculty  members  upon  request.   In  some  instances, 
the  books  were  returned  to  Swem  Library  after  the  due  date  by  the  faculty  member. 
Since  the  books  were  charged  to  a  student,  the  student  is  expected  to  pay  the  over- 
due fine.  Understandably,  students  resent  having  to  pay  a  fine  for  a  book  not  in 
their  possession.  To  prevent  a  recurrence  of  this  problem,  faculty  members  who 
borrow  Swem  Library  books  charged  to  students  are  asked  to  go  to  the  circulation 
desk  and  charge  the  book  out  in  their  own  name  prior  to  the  date  due.  Both  students 
and  library  staff  members  would  appreciate  your  cooperation  in  this  request.

Instttute  to  Join  Newberry  Library 
in  Atlas  Project  for  Bicentennial 


The  Institute  of  Early  American  History  and  Culture  and  the  Newberry  Library 
of  Chicago  have  announced  a  major  historical  project.   In  connection  with  the 
nation's  bicentennial  celebration  they  are  sponsoring  what  promises  to  be  the  most 
definitive  and  comprehensive  historical  atlas  available,  The  Atlas  of  Early  American 
History.  The  two  volume  work  will  be  printed  and  published  by  Princeton  University 
Press. 

Editor-in-chief  of  the  project  is  Dr.  Lester  J.  Cappon  Director  Emeritus  of 
the  Institute  of  Early  American  History  and  Culture.  He  will  be  assisted  by  Dr. 
Barbara  S.  Bartz,  cartographic  editor  of  the  Newberry  Library.  According  to  Dr. 
Cappon,  volume  I  of  the  atlas  will  cover  the  discovery  of  the  colonies  through  1760; 
volume  II  will  focus  on  the  revolutionary  period,  1760-1790.   Volume  II  will  be 
published  first  and  will  be  available  in  the  fall  of  1975,  in  time  for  the  bicenten 
nial. 

Funds  for  the  project  have  been  provided  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities,  the  Field  Foundation  of  Illinois,  the  Newberry  Library,  and  the  MEIGS 
Trust  for  the  Institute  of  Early  American  History  and  Culture.

ADVANCED  SCIENCE  EDUCATION  PROGRAM: 

Guidelines  for  the  Advanced  Science  Education  Program  sponsored  by  MSF  have 
recently  been  released.  This  program  provides  funds  "to  foster  the  planning  and 
implementation  of  experimental  instructional  approaches  to  graduate  science  educa- 
tion, to  the  end  that  graduate  programs  are  consonant  with  the  needs  and  interests 
of  individuals  seeking  a  meaningful  advanced  education  and  with  the  requirements 
of  the  labor  market  and  society.'1 

Categories  of  proposals  supported: 

1.  The  initiation  of  alternative  doctoral -level  science  degree  programs. 

2.  The  development  of  master's  level  science  programs  that  promise  to 
satisfy  specific  well -documented  needs. 

3.  The  exploration  of  new  techniques  and  the  trial  implementation  of 
programs  and  systems  for  broadening  the  opportunities  for  continuing 
science  education  at  the  graduate  level. 

4.  Interdisciplinary  student-originated  research  training  projects. 

5.  The  development  of  individual  courses  or  sequences  of  courses,  and 
the  preparation  of  educational  materials  and  training  aid  for  use  at 
the  graduate  level. 

6.  Special  conferences  or  studies  on  national  problems  in  graduate  science 
education. 

Eligibility:   Fields  for  which  support  may  be  requested  include  the  mathemati- 
cal, physical,  medical,  biological,  engineering  and  social  sciences,  and  the  history 
and  philosophy  of  science.   Also  included  are  interdisciplinary  fields  comprised 
of  overlapping  areas  among  two  or  more  sciences,  such  as  bioengineering,  geophysics 
and  oceanography,  and  applied  areas,  especially  those  which  relate  to  current 
issues  of  national  concern,  such  as  management  of  the  Nation's  expanding  technology, 
environmental  control,  and  the  scientific  aspects  of  urban  studies.  Projects  in 
the  field  of  law  which  employ  the  methodology  of  the  social  sciences  or  which 
interrelate  with  research  in  the  natural  or  social  sciences  may  also  be  proposed. 

The  Foundation  does  not  support  projects  in  history,  social  work,  or  in 
traditional  business  or  clinical  fields. 

Submission  Deadline:  Formal  proposals  may  be  submitted  at  any  time;  there 
are  no  fixed  proposal  deadlines  or  award  dates.

LAW  AND  HUMAN  BEHAVIOR  TO  BE  STUDIED  UNDER  NEW  NSF  PROGRAM: 

Research  proposals  which  consider  how  laws  affect  human  behavior  and  the  social 
and  economic  effects  of  laws,  regulations,  and  court  decisions  are  being  sought  by 
the  National  Science  Foundation. 

The  Foundation  stated  that  grants  will  be  awarded  in  fiscal  1972,  primarily  to 
law  schools,  to  support  research  on  the  place  of  law  in  society,  the  social  condi- 
tions under  which  legal  processes  emerge  and  change,  and  the  broad  social  consequen- 
ces of  these  changes. 

HUMANITIES  FUND  "YOUTHGRANT"  PROGRAM: 

The  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  is  supporting  a  new  experimental 
program  of  grants  to  support  humanities  projects  initiated  and  conducted  by  student* 
as  well  as  young  people  out  of  school. 

Approximately  20  to  25  grants  ranging  from  $1,000  to  $10,000  are  expected  to 
be  awarded  in  the  first  phase  of  the  program  in  the  current  fiscal  year.  March  17 
has  been  set  as  the  deadline  for  proposals  of  projects  to  begin  June  1. 

Created  in  line  with  a  recommendation  made  last  year  by  the  National  Council 
on  the  Humanities,  the  program  was  described  as  "an  important  new  thrust  in  the 
endowment's  continuing  efforts  to  interest  and  involve  all  sectors  of  the  populatior 
in  the  humanities."  The  program  will  offer  young  people  an  opportunity  to  translate 
their  educational  and  ethical  concerns  into  concrete  projects  and  to  reflect 
critically  on  their  own  beliefs  and  values  as  well  as  those  held  by  the  larger 
society. 

Proposals  will  be  evaluated  comparatively  by  a  panel  of  young  people  prior  to 
submission  to  the  National  Council  on  the  Humanities  which  makes  final  recommenda- 
tions on  all  applications  for  endowment  grants. 

HUMANITIES  ENDOWMENT  FOR  EDUCATIONAL  PROJECTS: 

The  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  has  announced  a  March  15  date  as  the 
final  FY  1972  deadline  for  Education  Project  Grants  or  Education  Planning  Awards. 
Proposals  submitted  by  that  time  will  have  a  notification  prior  to  September. 

Education  project  grants  are  aimed  at  helping  colleges  and  universities  under- 
take a  specific  educational  effort  such  as  an  experimental  humanities  course,  a 
conference  or  institute,  the  development  of  new  teaching  material,  or  the  evatuatior 
of  a  curriculum  revision.  Project  grants  average  about  $30,000, 

Planning  grants  are  aimed  primarily  at  helping  institutions  who  have  completed 
a  self-analysis  undertake  the  planning  necessary  to  carry  out  an  expansion  or 
revision  of  their  humanities  offerings  -  or  the  initiation  of  new  coursework. 
Planning  grants  normally  do  not  exceed  $30,000.

The  College  of  William  and  Mary  has  been  awarded  $17,625  by  the  National 
Science  Foundation  for  graduate  fellowships  in  Physics  during  the  1972-73  academic 
year. 

The  National  Science  Foundation  has  announced  grants  to  support  1,808  graduate 
students,  studying  for  advanced  degrees  in  science,  mathematics,  and  engineering. 
The  grants,  totaling  $10.6  million,  were  in  support  of  continuing  Graduate  Trainee- 
ships  at  224  institutions  in  all  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  awards 
provide  $3,000  stipends  per  year  for  students.  The  institutions  receive  a  cost  of 
education  allowance  in  place  of  tuition  and  fees. 

NSF  is  phasing  out  its  Graduate  Traineeship  program.  The  last  new  traineeships 
were  awarded  in  1970.  A  limited  number  of  continuing  awards  is  expected  to  be  made 
in  the  spring  of  1973  and  will  represent  the  final  grants  under  the  program.

Steiner  to  Open  Ferguson  Seminar 

The  1972  Ferguson  Seminar  in  Publishing  which  will  be  held  March  23-24  will 
open  with  a  public  lecture  by  George  Steiner,  of  Cambridge  University,  England, 
celebrated  author  of  several  major  works  on  literary  criticism  and  analysis  of 
western  culture. 

Steiner  will  speak  March  23  at  8  p.m.  in  the  Campus  Center  Ballroom  on 
"After  the  Book.  .  .?" 

Currently  an  Extraordinary  Fellow  of  Churchill  College,  Steiner  has  been  a 
regular  commuter  to  the  United  States.  He  has  been  Albert  Schweitzer  Visiting 
Professor  of  Humanities  at  New  York  University  and  on  the  faculties  of  Stanford, 
Princeton,  Harvard  and  Yale. 

His  many  awards  include  an  0' Henry  Short  Story  award,  Guggenheim  and  Fulbright 
Fellowships  and  the  first  annual  award  of  the  Morton  Zabel  Prize  by  the  National 
Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters  in  1970.  At  present  he  is  engaged  in  a  full  scale 
study  of  the  poetics  and  linguistics  of  multilingual  ism  and  of  translation. 

The  second  day  of  the  Seminar  will  be  devoted  to  workshop  sessions  in  design, 
editing  and  production  aspects  of  the  publishing  field. 

The  Seminar  has  been  developed  especially  for  college  seniors  and  graduate 
students  to  acquaint  them  with  career  possibilities  in  publishing.   Participants 
will  total  60  including  students  from  the  College  of  William  and  Mary  and  other 
campuses  in  Virginia. 

The  Seminar  was  established  in  1968  with  a  gift  to  the  College  and  honors 
William  Cross  Ferguson  '16,  who  enjoyed  a  long  career  in  American  book  publishing. 

Graphic  Arts  Book  Exhibit

Rosenthal,  Elk  River,  Minn.   The  faculty  advisor  to  the  team  was  Professor  Jesse  S. 
Tarleton  of  the  School  of  Business  Administration. 

This  is  the  third  time  that  a  team  from  William  and  Mary  has  competed  in  the 
Emory  University  game  and  the  highest  they  have  ever  placed.  Other  schools  competing 
in  the  same  industry  with  the  College  included  Auburn,  Virginia  Tech,  Simon  Fraser 
of  British  Columbia,  Georgia,  Arkansas  at  Monticello,  and  Miami  of  Ohio.

199,  commonly  known  as  the  Williamsburg 
Southern  By- Pass.  The  Highway  Department's  use  of  weighted  values  so  as  to  have  a 
quantitative  manner  of  arriving  at  cost  estimates  will  be  emphasized.

Fiscal  1973  NSF  Programs  Outlined 

"In  fiscal  1973,  the  National  Science  Foundation  will  provide  expanded  support 
for  research  scientists  engaged  in  a  broad  range  of  fundamental  research  projects, 
including  research  on  human  cell  biology  which  should  increase  our  ability  to  treat 
and  combat  disease;  studies  on  the  factors  which  cause  severe  storms,  possible 
sources  of  gravitational  radiation;  and  laws  of  plasma  stability  and  a  host  of 
other  investigations  that  will  greatly  extend  our  understanding  of  basic  life  pro- 
cesses, natural  phenomena,  and  physical  laws  and  principles,"  explained  National 
Science  Foundation  Director,  Guyford  St ever,  before  the  Subcommittee  on  Science, 
Research,  and  Development  of  the  House  Committee  on  Science  and  Astronautics  which 
held  hearings  on  the  fiscal  1973  authorization  bill  for  NSF,  H.R.  12653. 

Dr.  Stever  pointed  out  that  the  overall  NSF  program  for  the  coming  fiscal  year 
will  face  issues  confronting  the  nation  and  U.S.  science  by  creating  additional 
opportunities  for  scientists  and  engineers  to  participate  in  productive  research  and 
related  science  activities;  providing  nearly  $564  million  for  the  support  of 
research,  with  the  largest  single  increase  for  scientific  research  project  support; 
increasing  NSF  science  education  improvement  activities  to  give  school  systems  an 
enhanced  capability  to  improve  their  own  science  programs,  with  the  primary  thrust 
of  the  program  concentrated  on  new  approaches  to  science  education  training  and 
course  curricula  development  and  use;  and  establishing  a  new  program  of  institutiona 
grants  for  research  management  improvement. 


NSF  Programs  Outline  continued 

In  addition,  Dr.  Stever  said  that  a  program  will  be  initiated  to  study  the 
impact  of  science  and  technology  on  society,  the  environment,  and  the  economy.  He 
stated  that  research  focused  on  national  problems  would  be  expanded,  particularly 
in  the  areas  of  energy  and  resource  management.  Also,  the  NSF  would  help  to  improve 
relations  among  foreign  nations  through  the  expansion  of  cooperative  scientific 
research  efforts. 

Job  Opportunity 

Project  PLUS,  the  sophomore  academic  and  residential  program,  is  now  fully 
enrolled  with  72  sophomores  and  12  upperclassmen  for  the  new  academic  year.  This 
"living- learning"  experiment  will  be  housed  in  the  last  double-moduled  building  of 
the  new  residence  complex  near  Lake  Matoaka. 

A  feature  essential  to  the  success  of  the  experiment  is  a  married  couple 
resident  in  the  building.  One  of  the  two  spouses  will  be  employed  full  time  to 
counsel  students  in  both  social  and  organizational  matters  as  well  as  to  carry 
general  administrative  responsibilities  for  the  residence.  Since  the  Project  will 
be  self-governing  as  far  as  social  regulations  are  concerned,  one  of  the  functions 
of  the  individual  employed  will  be  to  help  facilitate  the  establishment  of  the 
proper  channels  for  self-government  by  the  students.   It  would  be  expected  that 
the  person  occupying  this  position  would  have  strong  intellectual  interests  and 
would  hopefully  have  a  college  degree  (or  at  least  academic  progress  close  to  that 
of  a  degree) . 

Anyone  knowing  of  a  couple  without  children,  of  whom  one  partner  is  a  professor 
or  graduate  student,  is  asked  to  acquaint  them  with  this  opportunity.  They  can 
contact  Carl  Beyer,  Director  of  Honors  and  Experimental  Programs,  at  Extension  417, 
to  get  further  details.  Members  of  the  Committee  on  Honors  and  Experimental 
Programs  have  talked  at  length  with  married  couples  involved  in  similar  projects 
at  other  institutions  and  have  found  that  they  derive  a  high  measure  of  personal 
satisfaction  and  enjoyment  from  the  job.

At  its  annual  dinner  the  Council  honored  retiring  staff  members  Dr.  Kurtz  and 
the  Institute's  editor  of  publications,  James  H.  Hutson,  who  will  be  succeeded  by 
Norman  S.  Fiering  in  July. 

Dr.  George  R.  Healy,  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs,  has  been  named  to 
the  Institute  Council. 

Edmund  S.  Morgan,  Sterling  Professor  of  History  at  Yale  University  has  been 
awarded  the  first  Douglass  Adair  Memorial  Award  given  for  the  most  outstanding 
article  published  in  the  William  and  Mary  Quarterly  during  recent  years. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  Professor  Morgan's  January  1967  article, 
"The  Puritan  Ethic  and  the  American  Revolution,"  has  been  the  most  influential 
scholarly  work  published  in  the  William  and  Mary  Quarterly  in  the  eight  year  period 
since  1964. 

The  Award  was  established  in  1971  by  friends  of  Douglass  Adair,  whose  scholar- 
ship and  teaching  at  Claremont  and  the  College  of  William  and  Mary  won  him  widi 
recognition  prior  to  his  death  in  1968.   Under  his  editorship  (1947-1955)  The 
William  and  Mary  Quarterly  gained  a  reputation  for  preeminence  in  its  field  of 
American  scholarship.

Jan  Kotts  Shakespeare  Scholar  to  Speak  Here  Thursday 

Jan  Kott,  internationally  celebrated  and  controversial  polish  critic  and 
scholar  of  Shakespeare,  will  visit  the  College  next  week  at  the  invitation  of  the 
Department  of  English. 

On  Thursday,  May  4,  at  4  p.m.  in  Mil ling ton  Auditorium,  Dr.  Kott  will  deliver 
a  public  lecture  on  "The  Tempest  as  Psycho-Drama"  and  answer  questions  about  his 
part  in  some  controversial  recent  productions  and  films  of  Shakespearean  plays. 
He  will  be  introduced  by  Robert  J.  Fehrenbach. 

A  native  of  Warsaw,  Jan  Kott  studied  at  The  Sorbonne  and  the  University  of 
Lodz  (Poland),  from  which  he  received  his  doctorate.  He  became  Professor  of  Polish 
Literature  and  Drama  at  the  University  of  Warsaw  in  1952.  He  has  been  on  leave- 
of-absence  from  this  position  since  1966  as  a  visiting  professor  at  several 
universities  in  the  West.  He  has  been  awarded  a  Guggenheim  Fellowship  for  1972-73. 

Dr.  Kott  is  the  author  of  eleven  books  of  criticism  as  well  as  a  number  of 
critical  anthologies  and  editions  and  translations  from  French  into  Polish.  The 
theories  he  has  advanced  in  "Shakespeare,  Our  Contemporary"  (1966)  have  stirred 
considerable  debate  among  Shadespearean  scholars  and  have  had  great  influence  in 
recent  productions  of  London's  Royal  Shakespeare  Company  and  National  Theatre  and 
the  films  made  of  "King  Lear"  and  "Midsummer  Night's  Dream"  by  Peter  Brook.

Trues  dell  Recital  Sunday

The  Archduke  fled  Vienna  on  May  4, 
1809  before  Napoleon's  forces,  and  Beethoven  promptly  sketched  out  the  music  of  the 
opening  farewell  movement.  The  opening  three  notes  literally  have  the  syllables 
Le-be-wohl  written  above  them.   The  slow,  middle  movement  is  titled  Die  Abwesenheit 
and  is  an  expression  of  longing  and  loneliness  in  the  absence  of  the  Archduke.   And 
the  final  movement,  Das  Wiedersehen,  was  written  upon  the  return  of  the  Archduke 
and  expresses  the  composer's  happiness  and  pleasure.

A  Report 

Recently  the  William  and  Mary  Faculty  Club  sent  out  a  questionnaire  to  all  member, 
of  the  faculty  and  administration  as  an  aid  in  planning  the  Club's  future  activities. 
We  received  about  120  replies,  most  of  whom  were  Club  members.  We  are  pleased  to 
report  now  on  some  of  the  results  of  that  survey  and  what  we  are  doing  about  it. 

Club  financing  -  The  present  system  of  dues  was  endorsed,  by  a  margin  of  nearly 
3  to  1.   (Incidentally,  the  Club  has  been  fliritng  with  insolvency  all  year; 
reluctantly,  we  must  raise  the  dues  to  $5.00  next  year.) 

Activities  -  cocktail  parties  extremely  popular,  desired  by  nearly  80%  of  respond- 
ents; pcinics  somewhat  less  so,  but  with  slight  preference  for  picnics  with  children. 
Plenty  of   interest  in  wine-tasting  parties,  Norfolk-based  cruises,  and  theatre  trips 
(we'll  try  to  arrange  something  in  the  future).  Not  much  interest  in  dances. 

Club  building  -  overwhelming  support  for,  with  most  faculty  desiring  both  lounge 
and  dining  facilities.   (We  are  working  actively  toward  this  goal  now,  but  it  won't 
be  easy.) 

Inviting  select  groups  to  parties  -  strong  endorsement  of  this  policy. 

Club  objectives  -  most  suggestions  could  be  classified  as  either  "to  have  fun" 
or  "to  provide  an  opportunity  for  faculties  of  different  departments  to  meet  one 
another." 

Other  comments  -  included  recommendations  for  more  advance  publicity  for  our 
functions  and  an  occasional  pat-on- the-back  (thanks!). 

Finally,  if  there  was  any  implication  that  the  Club  is  for  faculty  only,  we  want 
to  correct  that  impression.  Despite  the  Club's  name,  members  of  the  College  adminis- 
tration continue  to  be  most  welcome  at  all  Club  functions. 

We  hope  that  you  enjoyed  our  program  this  year  and  will  actively  participate 
in  our  1972-73  events.
